Vienna, Oct. 1 A St, Petersburg cor- 
respondent telegraphs that the reason for 
Russia's declination to co-operate w ith the 
rest of the powers in calling China to ac- 
count for the recent outrages upon foreign- 
ors is that Russia doos not desire to 
strengthen England’s influence in Asia, and 
also because the Russian Government is of 
the opinion that the disturbed condition of 
China will assist in oxtendiig Russian com- 
moree in tho direction of the projected, Si- 
berian railways. 


Killed Himself and nm Polloeman, 
MARSEILLES, Oct. 1,—A violent prisonor

captors with a carving knife, Before ho 
could be recaptured he had been chased 
through the town and had killed one'police- 
man and cut himself so severely with a 
sword that he died, Besides, three police- 
men were dangerously injured. 


A Sickening Sight, 

Lonpon, Oct. 1.—The British steamer 
City of Lincoln, Steele, at Dandeo from 
Montreal, collided with the river wall and 
did considerable damage to it. The steamer 
herself sustained no damage, The City of 
Lincoln reports that she encountered seyore 
weather on the passage. On Sept. 25 she 
ran into a hurricane, The sea was running 
high and several heavy seas came aboard. 
Her cattle fittings on deck were smashed 
and many of the cattle in the deck pens 
were washed overboard. Others were kill- 
ed and a number were in ured. It is esti- 
mated that over a hundred head wore lost, 
There ate stilla few carcasses on board. 
Some of the injured cattle are in such 4 con- 
dition that it will bo necessary to kill them 
before they are taken from the steamer. 
The vessel presents a sickening sight. 


An Insane Physician Polsons His Wife. 

Berwin, Oct. 1.—Dr. Moritz Meyer, an 
eminent physician at Wiesbaden, recently 
developed an intense nervous irritation as 
the result of too close application to his busi- 
ness tasks. ‘To-day his trouble terminated 
in an insane attack, during which he poison- 
cd his wife and attempted to commit suicide, 

A servant Senngiad with liim to prevent 
the self-murder and finally succeeded. Both 
Meyer and the seryant were slightly wound- 
ed in the strife. The doctor was taken to 
an asylum,

Advertisinog Accounts for Salo, 
Hamilton Herald, 

The collection of debts is always a very 
much harder job than tho incurring of them, 
bot if the ruling of Mr. Justice Rose in the 
Green v. Minnes caso is to be followed up, 
by the adoption of the principle therein 
involved, the collection of debts will be 
greatly simplified. Tho caso was simply 
this, that a collecting company advertiaed 
cortain accounts for sale, among others that 
of a married woman, amount being $59.35. 
An action was instituted for damages for 
malicious publication, the husband jolning 
the wife as a co plaintiff. The damages 
wore for advertising the account for sale, 
presumably on tho ground that it was a 
debt which the creditors had endeavored to 
collect, but had failed in dotng so. 

The judge dismissed the action with conta, 
holding that thore was no libel in the pub. 
lication of the account. This case, taken 
In conjunction with the remark made the 
other day by Judge Mulr as to a husband 
whispering a warning in hla wife's ear 
against pledging his credit, throwe now 
light on the Interesting subject of debts and 
thelr collection. If a debt exlats the judge 
holds that the creditor has a porfect right 
to advertise {t for sale, presuming that he 
has firat oxhausted the ordinary means of 
seoking to collect it,

Immigrants from Dakota,

British Charge at Ulundi, 

Tho time had come. Baller’s men having 
done their work galloped back into the shel 
ter of the square till thelr time should come 
again, And lo! as they cleared the front, a 
living concentric wave of Zulus was inclosed. 
On the slope towards Nodwengo the shells 
were crashing into the black masses that 
were rushing forward to the encounter; into 
the hordes in front, the gatlings with thelr 
measured volleys were raining pitiless show- 
ers of death. Le Grice and Harness were 
pouring shell into the thickets of black forms 
showing on the left and rear; but those Zulus 
could die—ay, they could dare and dle with 
a Yalor and doyotion unsurparsed by the 
soldiery of any age and of any nationality. 
They went down in numbers, but numbers 
stood up and sped swiftly and steadily on. 
Tho sharper din of the musketry filled the 
intervals between the hoarse roar of cannon 
and the scream of the speeding shells, 
Still the Zolus would not stay the whirl- 
wind of tholr converging attack.

For half an hour the equare stood 
grim and purposely doggedly pouring the 
sleet of death from every face, There was 
ecarce any sound of human speech, save the 
quiet injunctions of the officera—*‘fire low, 
men ; geb your alm; no wildness.” The 
Zalus could not get to close quarters sim- 
ply because of the sheer welght of 
our fire, The canister ‘tore through 
thom like a harrow through weeds ; the 
rockots ravaged thelr zigzag path through 
the masses. (no rush came within a few 
yards but it was their Jast effort. Thelr 
noble ardcr could not endare in the place 
of the appliances of clvilizd warfare. They 
began to waver. The time for the cavalry 
had at length come. Lord Chelmsford 
caught the movement. Drury Lowe was 
sitting on his charger watching with ears 
and eyes intent for the word. It came 
tersely, “Off with you.” Infantry made a 
gap for the lancers and gave them too a 
cheer as they galloped out into the open, 
knees wenb into the saddles, right hand 
with a firm grip of the lances, down at the 
engage.

The official investigation shows that 
bombs charged with nitro-glycerine 
laced in the gutter of the tunnel of the 
ridge, Attached to these bombs was a 
time fuso, evidently calculated to cause an 
explosion at the moment the Imporial train 
was passing. ‘Tho fuse, however, acted 


several hours before the train drew near, 
The ‘explosion destroyed the masonry 
above and about the bridge tunnel. “The 


railroad officials soon had the road in good 
ropair. 

Cho investigating officials profess to be- 
lieve the explosion was intended merely as 
a demonstration of disa »proval with some 
of the Emperor's acts. Now that it ia offi- 
cially admitted that bombs have been used 
along the line of the Emperor's journey the 
utmost indignation prevails.

The Liberal Platform, 

Neweaste, Oct. 2.—The great National 
Liberal Federation Congress formally 
opened in the town hall, New castle, which 
was packed, Dr, Wattson was re-clected 
araailaatt John Morley, M.P., addressed 
the federation, The city is crowded with 
visitors, all attracted by the congress. Mr. 
Gladstone arrived last night. 

When Mr, Morley began to speak there 
was alarge number of members of the 
House of Commons on the platform. Mr. 
Morley said Ireland had vindicated tho 
confidence the Liberals had placed in her 
by refusing to follow a leader the Liberals 
could not conscientiously work with. 

In regard to the temperance reform ques- 
tion Mr, Morley said that it was not the 
Liberals’ fault’ if they had not legislatively 
advanced it, for as usual the Conservatives 
had blocked the way. On this, as on most 


of the other questions the Liberals 
had at heart, they must boldly face 
the enemy. There was a _ prospect, 


however, that even if victorious the mem- 
bers of the House of Commons would find 
to all such measures unyielding obstacles to 
progress in the House of Lords. ‘Therefore 
it became a matter of serious consideration 
as to how long that privileged house, non- 
representative and unreformed as it was, 
out of sympathy and out of touch with the 
majority of the representative chamber, 
was to endure, Loud and prolonged 
cheers, } 

Alluding to the obstacles existing in the 
exercise of the franchise the speaker said 
that he did not know how the yoice of the 
workmen could be heard with full effect in 
Parliament until England followed the ex- 
ample of every other country in having a 
constitution and by Placing sonic moderate 
subsistence within the reach of those aspir- 
ing to serve the people in Parliament. 
(Loud cheers.) 

Sir Edward Grey moved a resolution to 
tho effect that the National Liberal Feder- 
ation declares its perfect trust in Mr. 
Gladstone, and its Mroliet that no wise or 
durable settlement of the Irish question 
can be effected except by the establishment 
of an Irish legislative body for the manage- 
ment exclusively of Irish affairs. 

Mr. Broadhurst, M.P., seconded the 
resolution, which was approved with cheers, 

Dr. Spence Watson, president of the 
National Liberal Federation, referring to 
the discussion cirried on recently by the 
delegates to the Trades Union Congress on 
the eight-hour question, defended the atti- 
tude which the Federation’s council 
had taken upon that subject, namely, 
that its definite adoption as one of the Li- 
beral party’s planks depended upon the de- 
free of unanimity reported on from the 
ocal Liberal associations of which the fed- 
eration is the ultimate voice.

Lonpon, Oct. 2.—During a severe storm 
last evening an unknown schooner in dis- 
tress was discovered off Senner, Cornwall 
Owing to the heavy sea eight members of 
the lifeboat crew refused to put out to her 
assistance, Seaside visitors from London 
thereupon voluntecred to take the men’s 
place and the lifoboat started for the dis- 
tressed yessel, It failed to reach the 
schooner, which probably foundered with 
allon board. The men in the lifeboat 
had a terrible experience, being tossed 
about all night on the waves, ‘he boat 
finally reached St. Ives in safety.

Oct, 2.—Advices just’ received 
from Caleutta vive the detuilaof a atranye 
contest between two famous people over ane 
of the must famous diamonds in the warld, 
The disputants are the Nizam of Hydera 
bad and Alexander Malcolm Geary Sule ri- 
jee, alias Alexander Malcolin Jacon whose 
strange history has been publishea in the 
famous novel of Marion.Crawford, of which 
ho is the hero, under the name of ‘Mr. 
Tsanc «,”” : 

The diamond in the transaction is known 
as **The Imperial.” Tt ia a: pure white 
stone weighing 180 carats, while the Kohi 
noor only weighy LOM carats. The lipperial 
was forinerly in the possession of Dom 
Pedro, and an atte lupl was nude on the oc- 
casion Of the Queen's Jubilee to present it 
to Her Majesty. This failed, however, ns 
the stone was valtied at $1,000,000, 

Jacob is the heaviest diamond deer in 
fislia, supplying all the potentates with 
their precious jewels, He ninde an agree- 
ment with the Nizam in March last to sell 
hin the Imperial for 46 laca of rupees, or 
over $2,000,000. The Nizam deposited 23 
lacs of rupees with Jacob inadyance. Jacob 
houglit Me stone hoe some London deal- 
ers, agreeing to pay $750,000 for it. 

The diamond duly arrived in May and 
Jacob went to the Nizam with it, but the 
latter was dissatisfied and by this time re- 
pented of lis offer and arbitrarily cancelled 
the negotiations. This put Jacob in a lad 
fix and he inimediately left the place, hav- 
ing in his possession both the stone and the 
money the Nizam had advanced, réfasing to 
give up either. 

Warrants were issued for Jacob's arrest, 
one commanding him to deliver back the 
stone, tne other charging him with a crim- 
inal misappropriation of 23 lacs of rupees. 

Jacob has been arrested and imprisoned, 
bail being refused,

The verdict 
gives general satisfaction, as it is expected 
to put an end to the fake despatches that 
are constantly being sent to the American 
papers by such people as O'Brien.

BOODLING 1N AUSTRALIA, 


Boodling appears to be a disease which 
is not confined to one’country or to one 
continent. In the United States there 
have been numerous cases, both great and 
amall, the moat recent of which fy that at 
Philadelphia, where somewhere between 
two and three milifon dollars have been 
misappropriated, In New South Wales 
also the boodler has been ab work ; and he 
seems to have done pretty well, as appears 
from the followlng statement which was 
publisted ina recént issue of the Sydney 
Sunday Times : 

There was recently some little trouble at 
the Colonial Treasury of New South Wales 
in consequence of the discovery haying been 
made that the clerk of the Imperial Pensions 
had been keeping dead men alive foryears 
and appropriating the pensions for the lfqul- 
dation of his own private account with the 
milkman and the butcher and the baker. 
The offender was trapped by an accident of 
his own dealgning, and was arrested, and 
in the course of time transferred from 
Potts Point and sentenced to a Jong term 
of imprisonment in one of Her Majesty's 
gaols somewhere about the neighborhood 
of Darlinghurst. It was never stated what 
the defalcations really were, nor now they 
were carried out and carried on sudcess- 
fully and so long, but the cat has now got 
right out of the bag—by the purest acci 
dentin the world. It now sppeara that 
the !ate Olerk of Ponslona succeeded In 

forging the signatures annually cf penslon- 
ers who had been rotting in the grave for 
five, six, and in one case twelve years, and 
he appropriated the pension money to his 
own use with the same case and disregard 
of the consequeuces of the commonest 
thief, and in the course of his long and 
wicked career he embezzled no less a sum 
than £11,800. The transaction has now 
been closed, and although the money be- 
longed to the Imperial Government the 
loss will have to fall upon the shoulders of 
the, tax-payers of New South Wales.

Secretary Musk Maintains That There Is 
No Such Thing. 

Wasitrneton, Oct. 2.—Unélo Jerry,”

populur belief in cquiioxial storms. Nu- 
merous enquiries having been addressed the 
Weather bureau, since its transfer to the 
Agricultural Department, as to what has 
become of the equinoxial storm, supposed 
to be due about September 21, Secretary 
Rusk in reply has transmitted an opinion 
that there is no such thing as an’ equinox- 
ial storm properly so, called, se that 
therefore it cannot have been cither lost, 


stolen or mislaid, He says: “The fact 
that the sun — crosses the equator 
on March 21, gud “Sept, 21) “has 
nothing “whatevér to do with thé 


weather, The matter has been 
carefully considered by scientists, and the 
records for 100 yards back show the fallacy 
of the popular belief. The cquinoxes are 
wholly imaginary points inthe sky, or the 
intersections of two imaginary lines, the 
equator and the path of the sun, and the 
apparent presence of the sun at cither of 
these points cau lave absolutely no offect 
upon oir weather, With the changes of 
the sun’s position, and the consequent dis 


tribution of Wot and cold air, there come, 
wlike to old FPngland and New England, 
months of ‘stormy weather.

The Pope is deoply affected ot the dis- 
orders which occurred here yesterday. He 
has just issued instructions that all Catho- 
lic pilgrims now in Rome are to remain 
tranquil in face of the displeasure displayed 
by the bands of men who paraded the 
strects to mark their dieappco bation with 
the French pilgrims, conduct and that the 
lattar in every way do all in their power 
to avoid giving cause for disturbances. 

The French pilgrims who were the cause 
of the disorder started during the day for 
Modena. Before doing so they culled at 
the Vatican and expressed regret for the 
pecurrence of yosterday. The Pope said he 
he also regretted yesterday's incidents and 
hoped they would not happen again. The 
majority of the accounts of the outbreak 
agree inusserting thatono ofthepilgrims who 
visisted) Victor Emannuels’ tomb spat in the 
visitors book’ and wrote: “Vive le Pope!" 
“Mort au roi Hambert, A bas Victor 
Emanuel.” 

An Italian present,enraged at the insult to 
the dead, strack the writer in the face and 
assisted the guards to expel him amid the 
anathemas of those present, The other 
vilgrims tried to rescue their companion 
korn the guards. The crowds attracted 
by the disorder, attacked the pilgrims with 
knives and stones, filling the air with im- 
eRe of “death,” etc. The guards 
iad the utmost difficulty in protecting the 
pilgrims from the frenzied Italians. 

M. Harmel, the leader of the French 
workmen's pilgrims, called on the Minister 
of Interior Ee and disclaimed any sym- 
pathy with the outrage of yesterday. He 
expressed deep regeot for all the occurrences 
in connection with it. Kight trains, early 
this morning, were in aol to take the 
pi srims out of Rome, but as popular feeling 
iad calmed down considerably the pilgrims 
were informed that no departure from their 
original program was necessary. 

Thousands of citizens marched in proces- 
sion to the Pantheon in Rome to-day to de- 
posit a wreath on King Victor Kmanuel’s 
tomb, where on Friday last. a number of 
French Catholic pilgrims made an insulting 
(lemonstration.

THEY CAN DO WONDERFUL THINGS, 

ACCORDING TO MRS, BESANT, 

He Needs no Long-Distance Telephone to 
Talk With Friends Thousands of Mile« 
Away, but His Communications Arrive 
Like Common Letters—Mrs. Bosant’s 
Letters from Koot Houmt 


(Special Correspondence of the World ) 


Lonpon, Sept, 14.—Mre, Annie Besant bas 
created quite a ripple inthe English press by 
her statement at a meeting of the Seculnrists on 
the occasion of her valedictory remarks to tnat 
body, with which eke has been associated as an 
earnest worker for so many years. She has 
been interviewed, columns have been given to 
her io the papers, and numberless letters have 
been addressed to the editors commenting on 
the position she has taken, 

What has especially stirred London was hor 
extrordinary statement about the Mahatmas, 
The mystio communications which these Hime- 
leyan wortbies were said by Mme, Blavatsky 
to havo sent to her, were believed bya large 
portion of the community to have beea the work 
of the Theosophistic priesteas hers. If. ‘To clear 
the fame of the departed “‘H. P.,” as Mme 
Blavatsky is called by the votaries of the The- 
osophicél Lodge, Mra, Besant, after appealing 
to the sense of her integrity on tho part of her 
heorers, told the Seou'arists that she had re 
ceived lettera since Mme. Blavataky’s death 
from thé same Mahatina who used to write to 
that lady. This clears Mme. B'avetaky from 
the charge of writing these letters, but the scep- 
tical may still say that somebody else wrote 
them who was nota Mabatma at all and with 
whom the knowing Blayataby was in co}lusion, 

Your o)frespondent went out to St. John’s 
Wood to see Mrs, Besant and obtaia if pomble 
some information about the Mahatma who had 
taken to writing her letters, Mrs, Besant lives 
ia the same house, }9 Avenue road, where Mme 
Blavatsky did the very prosaic thing of dying, 

Mrs. Besant entered the room a few moments 
after my card had been taken up to her, and 
seating herself, awaitwd my question. She was 
drossed in some simple black material, and wore 
nothing in the way of jewelry or t-imminzs to 
relieve the severe simplicity ob her attire. Her 
face is strong and pleasing, and certainly betrays 
intelligenca and force. Bho thick, wavy hair is 
brushed straight back from the high forehead, 
and is almost snowy white, 

‘Mrs. Besant,” I asked, “will you kindly toll 
mo what is the convincing proof to you that 
these letters you have received are not only from 
® Mahatma, but from the same one who used to 
com nunicate with Mme, Blavataky ?’ 

"The proof is that I know the person and his 
handwriting,” replied Mra Besant quietly, but 
with conviction, *''Thoese letters are written by 
the same hand as tLoee which Mme, Blavateky 
regtived. Consequently, as dead pecple do not 
write letters, this should relieve her of the im 
putation of fraud io this reepect. That was my 
object in making the statement ” 

* Where does this Mahatma live?” 

“In Thibet, I met him ia London some 
years ago,” Mrs, Besant replied, 

"Would you allow mo to see one of there 
Jotters?” your correspondent inquired 

"No," was the prompt reply. ‘There 's no 
reason why Iahbculd, ‘The letters are private 
communications to me and they would not con- 

vince one of their authenticity by being seen. 
This interoat of the public in the phenomona of 
ocoultinm is on'y curionity, That is not the part 
of Thoonophy which + hould attract and convince 
ono, It inthe ethica aud philosophy of the sys 
tem which ought to appeal to the mind, I haye 
very little dosiro to bring the phenomena of 
occultiam before the public, In course of time 
the race will be developed to a point where the 
exercise of those facoltios which hava control 
ovor the subtior forms ot matter and physisal 
agoncies which prodace these seeming wonders 
will be common to the mojority of mankind, 
A life of sacrifics ia one of the conditions forthe 
dovelopment of these powers,” ” 

“What does the Mahatma write to you 
about?’ 

‘'Matlera which concern the guidance and 


direction of the Theonophioal Society and the 
propagation of the light which it throws upon 
the meaning and conduct of life,” 

‘Mould a worman be a Mahatma ?” was your 
correspondent’s noxt <uestion, 

"Yes, of course,” returned Mrs, Besant, 


‘There ia moro natural disposition and ability 
in some individuals for arriving at these higher 
powers. Most porsons ore not willing to go 
through the life of self-denial and devotion to 


the good of others which is part and a great part 
of the tra ting. But all they do is done by na 
tural foroes There is nothing miraenloas in 
their deeds 

}t may be recalled hore to the r ader that the 
Mahatmas aro men deeply versed in the bighoast 
wisdom and possessed of powers Which far trans 
cend those of everyday mortals, Those with 
whom the Thooac phical Society is ia moat ints 
mato relation dwell in Thibet and effect the 
Ilimalayas, The g verality of them must travel 
incognito becavae they cannot be reocogoized at 
sight. The opistolary Mahatma who used to 
write to Moo, Blaveataky and who now "precipi 
taten” his high-latitude wisdom upon Mrn Besant 
is named Koot Houmi, 

The method of tho Mahatmas isto “precip 
ato” the words upen paper at the distance, it 
may be, of thousands of miles) Buch a trifly aa 
apace doesn’t enter into & Mahatmna’s covaider 
ationat all Tho lottors are written on paper of 
a poouliar toxture, with no watermark, and tho 
writing flaid is apparently not jak, 

“If a Mahatma can ‘precipitate’ lotters onto 
atheot of papor through his action upon the 
subtle matter and forces of nature, why can he 
ntact on the airs thatthe person whom he 
wishes to address can hear him?” your corres 
p wdent oaked, 

“Ho oan,” said Mra. Posant, quictly. 

“Why can he not project his ideas upon the 
intellectual gq onceptuality of the person who 
would thus receive the Mahatma’s thought so 
direotly ?” 

“He can,” Mrs. Besant replied again, with 
the same tranquility. *‘‘He avails himuoll of the 
means most convenient at tne time ” 

"Does the exerciso of this thought tranafer- 
ence weaken the Mahatma?” 

“You might as well ask mo if walking to 
Regont’s Park weakens me," was Mrs. Bosant's 
reply, and she smiled slightly ‘The exercise 
of au energy taxed one Diore or less, does it not?” 

"“Oan these powers be imparted to another? 
Can » Mahatma teach one to do these things ?” 

"Yes, But, as I told you, the condition to 
an education in euch powers as these w a life of 
sacrifice and denis] such a8 few persons are will- 
ing to submit themselves to, Moreover, the 














communication of these powers must be made 
jadiciously, Otherwise 1t would be putting the 
most dangerous instruments into the hands of 
pone who would do evil with them, You 

oow what hypnotiem docs ; how one sgent by 
his hypnotizing power constrains another to do

It makes 
me happier, and I have been strengthened to it 
by virtue of different incarnaticns, It all tends 
to the ultimate good ot the individual also, be- 
cause the general condition of things is constant- 
Jy ameliorating by virtue of this education to 
higher th'nge, and 10 successive re-incarnations 
one epjoys this higher and nobler charac‘er 
which humanity is slowly taking on,” 

“The Mahatma is then the highest concrete 
expression of Theos »phy, is he not?” I asked, 

‘He is” Mrs, Besant returned, ~ 

‘And you find in Theosophy a solution to life 

and its mysteries better than that which you 
fouod in Christianity?” your correspondent 
asked. 
“Ido, I was for years o fervent Christian, 
but I do not think that my critical fsoulty re- 
ceived any development from its practice and 
belief. I do not believe in anything spiritual in 
the sense of something apart from and indepen- 
dent of matter There are very high and subtls 
forms of matter which we can call spirit. 

“And now I most excuse myself, as I have 
much todo,” said Mrs. Besant, gracefully rising 
and extending her hand,

Lombard 
endeavored to get rid of her hushand by 
pouring lead in his car while he was sleep- 
ing. This effort of the woman to bring 
Shakespeare’s famous murder into real life 
oceurred several weeks ago, since which 
time she has been studying the immortal 
bard in jail while her husband has been 
danming him in the hospital. To the in- 
tense «disappointment of the enormous 
crowd the court postponed the consideration 
of the case until the 10th of the month.

Sir Richard Cartwright is so very mach 
disinclined to face certain of the allegations 
made In the potition against his return for 
South Oxford, that his Solicitor moved to 
have them sot aside ; but Mr, Justice Rob 
ertson has decided otherw/se, and Sir Rich- 
ard must face the muslc In all its fullness.

tion, and as not alleging any corrupt practice 
» charged to have been committed by the respond 
ont at the election in question, or in any way in 
reference thereto. The 14th paragraph charged 
that the respondent was a party to a corrupt 
agreement with certain Grand Trunk Railway 
Officials, whereby the latter were to coerce their 
employes to vote for or to refrain from voting 
against the candidates supported by the res 
pondent, which agreement was carried ont, 
‘in yarious constituencies in Ontario, among 
others 'n West York, etc, (not naming South 
Oxford), whereby the respondent was end is in 
capacitated from servicg in Parliament for 
South Oxford, and his election and return were 
null and void, The 15th paragraph charged 
that the respondent and the Honorable Wilfred 
Lasrier collected large sums of money in Can- 
ada, and especially in Ontario, and corruptly 
induced others to collect large sums of money 
in Canada andthe United States for the pur- 
pose of corrupting the electors in the several 
constituencies in Ontario; that the respondent 
personally contributed large sums of money toa 
fund which he well kaew was to be and could be 
need only for corrupt purposes at the élections, 
and by himeelf and agents these and other large 
sams of money were distributed in the conati- 
tuencies of Ontario, and were used io bribery 
and other corrupt practices ; and that bsfoethe 

_ nomination for South Oxford the respondent had 
become diequalified to serve and incapacitated 

' from serving or being elected as a member of the 
House of Commons on account of bis having 
given or directed to be given to certain persons 
"(naming them), candidates at the said olection, 
and to » large namber of other persons candi- 
dates thereat and to persons acting on their be- 
half, large sums of money for the purpose of the 
same being, a4 they were,oxpended in bribery at 
the election in North Perth, Wolland, etc, The 
respondent by his counsel contended that 
whethor these allegations were tras or not was 
of no consequence so far as the election to which 
tho petiti. n related was concerned, for it was 
notalleged or pretended that they in any way 
effected the election of the respondent for South 
Oxford. The learned judge holds that sec, 92 
and 941 of the Dominion Elections Act are ap 
Plicable only to the election to which the peti 
tion relates, but that ecct. 93, 95 and 96 are not 
so confined ; seo, 03 refers to “an eloction,” not 
‘the election,” and seo, 95 expressly extopts the 
Personal acta of the canidate, and deolacos that 
secs, 92, 93 an‘l 94 shall apply to apy election, 
whether it be the election to which the petition 
Telates or not, if the candidate at the election 
potitioned against has been guilty, eto, He is 
therefore of opinion that it is competent for this 
petitioner to prove, ifhe can, that the respond. 
ent has boon guilty of the corrupt practices al- 
legod in the paragraphs in question, and, should 
those allegations be proved, that it follows the 
respondent by foros of the statue must be dis: 
qualified and his election declared void, The 
learned judge éxpresses, of course, no opinion as 
to the truth or untrath of the charges, Motion

The Barley Market, 


itis Now Helog Transforred to Kogland, 
Kinostron, Oot, 3.—Last fall farmora in 
thle district wore on the jump ondeavorlog 
to gob tholr barley into the olty and sold 
before the MoKinloy bill would take effect. 
Some of them were lucky onough to got 
theie grain markeotod, while others, through 
lack of conveyance or by holding out for 
higher prices, got lefb with quite a stock on 
tholr hands, which had to be disposed of at 
a much lowor rate than their more fortun- 
ate nolghbors obtained, bub things have 
changed since the McKinley bill became 
law. Last evening somo five or six 
sohooners, all barley laden from bay 
of Quinte and lake Ontarlo ports, 
wore In tho harbor awaiting transhipmont 
of tholr cargoes for Montreal for the Euro- 
pean markets, For years the barley trado 
was in the other direction, from Canadian 
porte across lake to Oswogo; but this yoar, 
instead of farmers bolng limited to the 
Amorican market they have an outlet in 
the English market for all the two-rowed 
barloy thoy can produce. Tho advantage 
of the English market may bo underatood 
by considering the difference betwoon the 
prises of two-rowed and of the alx-rowed 
varloty. Tho six rowed varlety, which the 
Americans use, fs quoted abt 40 to 50c only, 
while the two-rowed, which the English 
browers use, ts quoted at 55 to 60c. Tho 
schooners above alluded to will immediately 
return to bay ports for moro barley.

The Wonderful Little Bee, 

Bees work at night in the hive,and bulld 
comb as perfectly as ff an electric light had 
shone there all the time, Many times we 
haye been asked why they prefer darkness, 
but there are good reasons for doing so. 
All know that honey {sa liquid without any 
solid sugar in it, But after standing, it 
gradually assumes a crystalline appearance, 
in other words it granulates,and ultimately 
will become a solid mass. Some have 
stated that this change is due to the same 
agent which alters the molecular arrango- 
ment of the fodine of the silver on the ex- 
olted collodion plate, and determines the 
formation of the camphor and iodine crys- 
tals in a bottle. Weare informed that 
Prof. Schieber inclosed honey in well- 
corked flasks, some of which he kept in 
perfect darknes while the others were ex- 
posed to the light.

An intimate friend of Mr. Goschen Ifn- 
formed the Associated Press Correspondent 
that Lord Salisbury during a critical period 
in the history of the coalition between the 
Conservatives and the Liberal Unionists 
gaye a written assurance that Mr. Goschen 
slfSuld have the leadership of the Conserva- 
tive party in the House of Commons in the 
event (tlien a possibility owing to Mr. 
Smith’s state of health and the rumor that 
he was about to be raised to the pecrage) on 
the retirement of the Firat Lord of the 
Treasury from that position. 

Mr. Gladstone has wired a message of 
condolence to the relatives of Mr. Smith. 

The Liberals have decided to contest the 
Parliamentary seat for the Strand made 
vacant by the death of Mr. Smith. 


(The Right Hon. William Henry Smith, 
D.C.L., M.P., P.C., D.L., was born in Lon- 
don, June 24, 1825. He sat for Westmin- 
ster from 1868 to 1885, when he was return- 
ed for the Strand. He has been Financial 
Becretury, First Lord of the Admiralty and 
Secretary of State for War. In 1886 he 
Was appointed Chicf.Secretary for Ircland. 
He was afterwards First Lord of the T'reas- 
ury and leader of the House of Commons. 
One of the Jatest honors to which he was 
called was that of successor to the late Karl 
Granville os Lord Warden of the Cinque 
Ports with residence at Walmer Castle. He 
lias soveral times refused o peerage in the 
interests of his party, but would in all pro- 
bability have been clevated to the Upper 
House before the mecting of another Parlia- 
mentary session. } 


King Karl of Wartomburg. 

Strorroart, Oct. 7 —The King of Wur- 
femburg died yesterday. He had been 
lll for some time. 

(King Charles was born March 6, 1823, 
and acceded to the throne June 25, 1864, 
upon the death of William I, He belonged 
to the dynasty founded about A.D, 1200 by 
Ulric, Count of Wurtemburg, whose posses- 
sions included only the districts bordering 
on the Neckar and extending to the Black 
Forest. 

According to The St. James’ Gazette 
there has been danger recently that the 
Americans who gained such influence at 
the court of Wurtemberg some time ago 
would resume their sway, in which case it 
is understood the King would have been 
forced to abdicate liad not Queen Olga un- 
Jertaken to prevent a recurrence of the 
scandals, The King since that time, ac- 
tording to the St. James’ Gazette, has been 
practically a prisoner in his apartments, as 
it was feared ho would escape from Stuttgart 
and go to Paris.

Parnoll’s hoalth had been such as to neces- 
altate tho constant attention of two 
physlcians ; but in splte of thelr incessant 
and untiring efforts to prolong or save life 
Mr, Parnoll gradualy sank lower and lower, 
until he expired in tho arms of Mrs. Par 
nell, who is utterly prosSrated by the shock 
exporlonced through hor husband's death. 

It is bolleved that Parnell’s death will 








result to the rounlon of all the membera of 
the Nationalist party ; not only in Ireland 
but also in the United States,

Opens To-day. 

The second Methodist Ecumenical Coun- 
cil opens at Washington, D.O, to-day. The 
first council was held in London, Eng., ten 
yeaes ago, Ab that time the Methodist 
population of the world was, according to 
one eatimate, 20,000,000, according to ap- 
other 24,585,915 ; of this number 4,917,- 
183 were jay members, 89,848 local preach- 
ers and 42,512 itinerant preachers. The 
stronghold of Methodism then as now was 
the United States, where there were 35,- 
639 itinerant mlinisters,34,682 local preach- 
ers and 3,799,855 lay members, The 
lay membership in Great Britain was 
850,364 and in Oanada 170,720. The body 
which the present conference will represent 
fs much larger, The Methodist popula- 
tlou, which is never stated with absolute 
certainty, is estimated at 25,000,000, at 
28,000,000 and at 30,000,000. The total 
memb:rship is more than six millions. 
There were in the United States in 1890 
4,930,240 members, in Canada 283,868 
mombers, 1,738 ministers and probationers, 
and 3,142 local preachers and exhorters, 
and in Great Britain nearly 900,000. In 
the United States the Methodist Episcopal 
churches greatly outnumber all others ; in 
Great Britain the Wesleyan Methcdist are 
about as numerous as all the rest combined; 
in Canada, by virtue of the unlon which 
was offected since the Jast Ecumenical 
Council, there is now but one body of 
Methodists.

ARREST OF EXECUTIONERS, 


A Blunder Which Gave an Algerine Crim- 
inal a 24 Hours’ Respite, 


Oxan, Algeria, Oct. 8.—TheState Execu- 
tioneer arrived here on Monday night, ac- 
companied by two assistants, coming with 
the purpose of preparing for the execution 
of a native criminal, who was to have been 
guillotined this morning. The legal and al- 
logether necessary coming of this official 
gave rise toa humorous and inconvenient 
incident that amuses the people to-day very 
much, 

When the executioner and his attendants 
reached here they put up at the leading 
hotel, but fearing if they were known that 
they would be annoyed by curiosity-seekers 
and undesirable callers they declined to give 
their names to the proprietors of the hotel. 
This very naturally aroused the suspicions 
of the hotel man, and closely watching his 
threo visitors he discovered that one of them 
had «a German accent and other peculiari- 
ties that seemed detrimental to the State, 
and so he at once came to the conclusion 
that the men were German spies, and he 
quickly reported this to the police. 

A detective was immediately put on the 
trail of the strangers and he followed them 
during all of last evening, until he had seen 
sufficient of their actions to strengthen his 
belicf in the story that had been told him 
and warrant him in arresting them, which 
he promptly did and conducted them to the 
police station.

Wife and Secretary. 


Louisiana, La., Oct. 8.—Sir Alfred 
Maloney, the new Governor of British Hon- 
duras, is called upon to bear aheavy burden 
of grief because through lack of proper ad- 
vice he reached his post during the sickly 
summer season.

A Breeze ina Canadian Synod, 

Hauwax, N.S., Oct. 5.—There was a 
lively session of the Presbyterian Synod of 
the Maritime Provinces here yesterday. 
The Rev, Isaac Baird complained that he 
had been most unfairly dealt with by the 
Presbytery of Miramichi, and that what the 
Presbytery declared to be frivolous and 
vexatious charges haye been entertained 
against him after his resignation had been 
accepted, The Rev, Neil MeKay created a 
sensation by declaring that Mr. Baird had 
been impertinent to the committee and 
attempted to bulldoze the Presbytery, 
and that Baird's statements to the Synod 
were cleyoid of truth. Vigorous protests 
were made against Mr. McKay's language, 
and the matter will come up later. The 
next question to rufile the meeting was the 
eranes of a fourth professor to Pine 
Hill Theological College a year hence, and 
the subjects that he should teach. The 
Rey. Anderson Rogers declared that whilé 
students were stuffed with the dead 
languages, he knew of graduates of the 
college who did ‘not know who was the 
author of ‘‘Romeo and Juliet.” McGregor 
McKay suggested that a professor of com- 
monsense was more needed in the college 
than anything else. Bhe question was 
finally sent down to the Presbyteries, 


Killed in Switzerland. 


Sr. CatrnArtyes, Oet. 8.—Word has been 
received in the aT from London, Eng., an- 
nouncing the accidental death last week of 
Mr, Sydney Pocock, secretary-treasurer of 
the Beadle Nursery Company of this city. 
Mr. Pocock had large sums of money in- 
vested in this locality and was practically 
the owner of the Beadle Nursery property. 
He was prominent in church work in the 
city. Mr. Pocock, who had been in failing 
health for some time past, left on June 25 
for a trip to the Old Country, and when last 
heard from by friends in this city intended 
leaving for Switzerland. 

Some years ago while the deceased was 
boating with his ‘brother ona small lake in 
one of the Swiss cantons the boat was 
struck by lightning. Sydney's brother was 
instantly killed and ho himself was stunned, 
but afterwards recovered.

Mr. Charles Stiff, superintendent of the 
Great Western Division of the Grand Trunk 
Railway, said in this the Canada 
Southern was the junior road, and under 
the previous decision of the committee they 
should bear the wholk He did 
not, however, consider that an interlocking 
sWitch apparatus was necessary, the tratlic 
on the Port Stanley road not warranting it 

The committee ordered an interlocking 
switch and signal apparatus to be put in at 
tho joint expense of the Canada Southern 
and Grand Trunk. 

Mr. Kingsmill, on behalf of the Canada 
Southern Railway Company, asked author- 
ity for the proposed subst{tation of an air 
whistle for bell cord as the mode of com- 
munication with drivers, the company hav- 
ing come tothe conelusion that the air 
whistle was safer. Jt appears that the par- 
ticular mode of communication between 
conductor and engine-driver is not pre- 
scribed in the Railway Act. Such apparatus 
as will beat afford sufficient means of im 
mediate communication is allowed, and no 
order of the committee has previously been 
made restricting the mode of communica- 
tion to any particular kind. 

Tt was agreed that there was nothing in 
the act to prevent the Canada Southern 
from making the change. ‘'But,” ,added 
Sir John Thompson, ‘it will be at the com- 
pany’s risk.” 

In regard to the case of the city of Sher- 
brooke and the Grand Trunk and C.P.R. 
companies, the committee ordered gates 
and watchmen to be placed at different 
streets at the joint expense of the muni- 
cipality and the companies. 


CONFESSING HIS THEFTS. 


The Story of the Ulster Bank Wrecking 
Told in Detail. 


Kuxeston, N.Y., Oct. 8.— M. T. Trump- 
bour, who wrecked the Ulster County Sav- 
Inga Institution, has made a confession of 
his crime in which he implicates others. 
He claims that Bookkeeper Ostrander got 
most of the $513,000 stolen from the bank. 
Trumpbour alleges that when Ostrander 
and he took charge of the bank, 24 years 
ago, there was a shortage of $60,000, which 
had been stolen by their predecessors and 
which had been concealed from the public. 
Before they had been there three years he 
discovered that Ostrander was using the 
funds of the bank. Ostrander stated that 
he had lost the money in speculation, but 
that he could replace it. Ostrander pleaded 
with him, for the sake of his wife and child- 
ren, not to expose him, At Ostrander’s sug- 
gestion a system of falsifying the books was 
adopted to conceal the defalcation, Trump- 
bour claims that the defalcations continued 
up to the time of the recent exposure. 

Trumpbour also charges that Alfred Van 
Nostrand, the chief bookkeeper, used the 
bank’s money and that at the time of the 
arrest his account was overdrawn more than 
83000. Trumpbour’s account was over- 
drawn about $2100. Andrew Scott, col- 
lector for the bank, was, it is charged, full 
aware of the condition of the bank aay 
Ostrander’s deficit. 


ROBBED TWO TREASURIES. 


Town and Church Money Missing With a 
Newtown, Conn., Official. 


Bruocerort, Conn., Oct. 8.— Town 
Treasurer L. B. Booth of Newtown, a 
thriving village on the Housatonic Rail- 
road, is missing. There is a shortage of 
several thousand dollars in his accounts 
with the town, which his bondsmen will be 
held responsible for. 

His pilferings, however, do not stop 
there, He has also improved the opportu- 
nity to rob the Episcopal Church of that 
place, of which he was a mémber of long 
standing, he having full control of the 
funds of the treasury. He Was trusted by 
the church people implicitly until ugly re- 
ports about his town affairs became noised 
about, Then he was requested to show his 
accounts, but refused to do so. 

A meeting of the vestry was held and 
certain persons were empowered to make 
formal demand on Booth for the church 
books. Meantime he fled.

Following cloee upon the death of Balm- 
aceda and Boulanger, comes that of Charles 
Stewart Parnell, another historical charac- 
ter who had outlived his usefulness. Of 
the three men named, however, Parnell was 
by far the most able and most eminent, 
Treland has had many able sons, who have 
at times taken up the cause of her nation- 
ality, but Mr. Parnell exceeded them all 
in the extent of his achlevements, That 
he would have succeeded in carrylng out 
his project of home rule, had he not en- 

-gaged himself in the toils of Mra, O'Shea, 
seoms highly probable ; but the revelation 
of his shocking immorality led to his depo- 
aition—at Mr, Gladstone's dictatlon—from 
tho leadership of the party which he had 
created. Thereupon, and to the day of his 
death, he was the most formidable obstacle 
to the operations of that party. Now that 
the great ex-leader is gone, the few who 
followed his fallen fortunes will no doubt 
reunite and materially ald Mr. Gladstone 
in the coming general election. 

The following outline of Mr. Parpell’s 
career was sketched by a contemporary : 

Charles Stewart Parnell was born In 1846 
ab Avondale, County Wisklow, his ances- 
tors belong an old English family that had 
originally settled In Cheshire, but removed 
to Ireland. Parnell’s great-grandfather, 
Slr John Parvell, held for many years the 
office of Chancellor of the Exchequer in the 
Irish Parliament. His principles were so 
patriotic that he resigned rather than vote 
for the Act of Union. A son of the latter 
was afterwards created Lord Congleton as a 
reward for many years’ service to his country 
in the English House of Commons, The 
deceased recelved his primary education in 
various private schools in England, and 
afterwards went to Magdalen College, Cam- 
bridge. His first attempt to enter Parlla- 
ment resulted {n his defeat by Col, Taylor 
in the county of Lublin in 1874, but a year 
later he achieved his object in Meath. For 
two years his yolce was rarely heard in the 
debates. In 1877 he Introduced ‘The 
Irish Church Act Amendment Bill,” the 
measure evoking one of the liveliest discus- 
sions of the session, eventually meeting 
with an adverse vote. That vote really 
aignalizes tho inldation of the famous policy 
of obstruction by the Irish party, their pc- 
cUliar methods for barring the progress of 
Proposed acts through the House leading 
to numerous serious altuatlons. So stub- 
bornly was the new scheme pursued that 
Sir Stafford Northcote, the then leader of 
the House of Commons, once moved for 
Mr. Pornell’s suspension, but was obliged 
to withdraw his resolution in order to per- 
mit some new rules sgalnst ‘‘obatruction”’ 
generally to be Introduced. 

Mr. Parnell was instrumental in organiz- 
{ng the Irish National Land Loague in 
1879, and the mombers rewarded his 
energy by electing him to the position of 
{ta first president. He yisited Amorica in 
December, 1879, to promote the Interests 
of the new organization, belng accorded the 
distinction of addressing the™House of 
Ropresentatives at Washington. After the 
genoral election In 1880, he found himself 
at the head of the Irish party, being elect- 
ed instead of Mr. Shaw, who had succeeded 
Mr. Butt as leader. At tho first sosslon of 
the new parllamont he Introduced the Irish 
land question. 

In November of that yoar Informations 
were laid by tho Irish Attornoy-Genoral 
against Mr, Parnell and several othor mom- 
bers of the Land Leaguo Executive. The 
trial opened in Dablin, Deo, 28, lasting 19 
days. The jury disagreed. Next session 
saw the Government take a moro determin- 
ed stand ; the outcome was the passage of 
the Ooercion bill and the Arms bill, both 
of which were unfllnchingly opposed by the 
Irish party. For this vituperative denun- 
elation of the Government’s land polley 
Mr. Parnell was arrested on Oot. 13 
and conveyed to Kilmainham gaol, the 
Government following up this move 
by Proscriblng the Land League as an 
legal assoctation, The famous ‘*No Kent’ 

manifesto was lasued as a counter-irritant, 
Kis remained In gaol for nearly alx months, 
Closely following upon his reloase was the 


commission of one of the most dastardly 


tragedics that darken the pages of Irish his.

The members of tho McCarthyite party 
miticipate no difliculty in obtaining early 
control of the Paris fund. As far as known 
Parnell did not leave a will or a political 
declaration. He had no perception of the 
gravity of his illness or consciousness 
of the approach of death. 

Among the reminiscences of Parnell pub 
lished to-day is a contribution from Thomas 
Powel O'Connor, M.P. for the Scotland di 
vision of Liverpool, who ways he heard while 
in America that during his visit Mr, Parnell 
paid to the United States the Irish leader 
met at Newport one of the reigning belles 
of the season, that he fell in love with and 
proposed marriage to her and was condi 
tionally acc epee But either the lady was 
fickle, or marriage to a foreignor was hate- 
ful to her American parents and she mar- 
ried another, Parnell felt the blow most 
acutely. Mr, O'Connor cites one instance of 
Mr, Parnell’s conscious self-revelation when 
ho said; “You knew I was jilted. The 
lady's marriage has been unhappy—she has 
been separated from her husband for some 
years.” 

‘Continuing Mr, O'Connor” gays: Mr, 

’arnell was always dreadfully netvous 
when he had to speak. ‘Those behind him 
could sco his hands, which he usually held 
behind his back, clinched with Bach force 
that the nails dug into the palms of his 
hands. Ho never spoke in public if he 
could possibly avoid itand never because 
he had an idea that people wanted to hear 
him. 

Mr. O'Connor says Parnell was eminen 
tly superstitious, even in the most trivial 
matters. He would refuse toremain inaroom 
if three candles were burning within it, 
which he regarded as being peculiarly un- 
lucky. When the freedom of the city of 
Dublin was conferred upon him he particu- 
larly requested that the lining of the casket 
in which the parchment was to be placed 
and handed to him should not be green, but 
uirple. Purple was his favorite color and 
ha Donulderat it very auspicious, 

Mr, Parnell did not discuss with his poli- 
tical associates the domestic event which 
the final shipwreck of a life of 
power; but from the hour when it came he 
was a changed man. He used, previous to 
that time, to be most accessible.” He lived 
in some what poor lodgings and was always 
apparently quite indifferent to the nature 
of his personal surroundings. When not in 
these lodgings he was to be found at a house 
where he often spent his evenings with his 
colleagues in Parliament or at a restaurant 
they were in the habit of frequenting. But 
from the opening of the period of his un- 
happy passion all was changed in Mr, Par- 
nell’s surroundings and mode of life. 

In this connection Mr. O’Connor says: 
“T sometimes think that on the day when 
he had definitely chosen to risk all his ad- 
vice was wanted on an important point in 
relation to the in Parlia- 
mont of the Irish members. I met 
him close to the Westminster Palace 
hotel and for the first time in my experi- 
ence with him he was excited and irritable, 
He wrote a telegram with fierce vehemence, 
making at the same time some strong and 
wholly irrelevant observations. Altogether 
he was utterly different from the equable, 
»leasant, casy-tempered man he had been 
iF fore, From that time his relations with his 
colleagues were altered. — For 
years he continued to gain 
lithe form became stout and almost un- 
wieldy. His walk lost its elasticity. Then 
came another transformation, He suddenly 
lost flesh and became terribly thin and 
ghastly pale. He used to disappear for 
days at a time and then seeld drag 
himself to the house. with glassy 
eye, emaciated § face and tottering 
walk, the picture of coming death.

1imself in this fight. For years he has not 
been a really strong man. He has suffered 
from organic troubles which would have 
made most men shrink from unusual ex- 
ertion, but he has gone through his cam 
peign like a thoroughbred and he has died 
ike a thoroughbred, suddenly and without 
exhibiting any signs of decaying powers, 

Parnell’s house is in the loneliest part of 
3righton, Properly speaking, it is in the 
village of Aldrington, though itcomes with- 
in the official jurisdiction of West Brighton. 
Parnoll’s bedroom is within a few feet of the 
sea. It leads out on the baleony withdouble 
windows, so that Parnell could, when he 
wished, sit there within the sound of the 
sea and got the full benefit of the sun. He 
had a writing desk fitted up in this bal- 
cony, 

There has been a heavy storm in the 
English Channel for two days, To-night 
the surf is so heavy that the spray dastibg 
over the roadway in front of Parnell’s 
house and mingles with the driving rain 
which is beating against his balcony win- 
dows, Itis a dismal and gloomy place for 
a& man to die in, who but a few months 
ago was Ireland’s idol, and for whom the 
greater part of a nation is now in tears. 
Nothing could better illustrate the mysteri- 
ous seclusion of Parncll’s private life than 
the isolated: place in which he died. There 
are no watchers at his bedside to-night but 
his wretched heartbroken widow, who 
knows in her soul that Ireland will never 
forgive her 

Death scems to have smoothed out the 
rugged lines of trouble in Parnell’s face. 
His face in its rigid repose looks strong and 
lifelike, more like the Parnell of six years 
ago than the Parnell who battled in 
committee room 15, The body reats 
on an old-fashioned four-post bed: 
stead, covered with a white counter- 
pane, His brown hair and beard look al- 
most coal black.” His face is slightly dis- 
torted by intense suffering. As we enter the 
room O'Kelly bows his head and makes the 
sign of the cross then bursts into sobs, 
kneels by the bedside of his old leader and 
praye silently for several minutes. Mrs, 

’arnell stands in the doorway, crying as 
though her heart would break. Alter the 
brief visit is over, as we pass into the street, 
O'Kelly says: “I am convinced Parnell died 
a peaceful and almost painless death.” 

{t has been decided that the funeral cere- 
monies of the late Mr. Parnell will be held 
at the cemetery at Glasneauve Sunday 
next. The body will arrive in Dublin Sun- 
day morning and will be taken in state to 
tho city hall, and from there the funeral 
will proceed. 

After deliberation the medical authorities 
have decided to forego the proposed post 
mortem examination,

The Wolfestown Murder Case Recalled 

SHERBROOKE, Que, Oct. 9.—Leda 
Lamontagne, indicted for criminal arson, 
was to-day found guilty and recommended 
to the mercy of the court. The caso hus 
been in progress for some days and daily 
throngs ofeager spectators yathcred in the 
court room to follow the proceedings and 
seo this notorious woman, who for the third 
time was placed before a tribunal in con- 
nection with the . Wolfestown tragedy. 
After being first tried as an accomplice of 
her brother, Remi Lamontagne, in the 
murder of her husband, Napoleon Michel, 
and acquitted in October, 1888, she imme- 
diately went tothe United States, where 
she rémained until Jast summer, when she 
was re-arrested and extradited for the crime 
upon which sheis now undergoing her 
trial Her persistent refusal last October 
to bestify against her brother brought upon 
her condemnation to one year’s imprison 
ment, which she served in toto in the Sher 
brooke prison in spite of her lawyer's ap- 
peals and efforts to move the American 
Government to sympathy for his client and 
save her from prosecution. The fair 
prisoner seems to Be in excellent physical 
condition. Her counsel were Messrs. L. 
Panneton of Sherbrooke and F, X. Lemieux 
of Quebec, the same who secured her ac- 
quiltal npon the charge of being an accom: 
plice inthe murder andin vain exerted 
their skill and eloquence to save her brother 
from the gallows. 


Lawyer Crickmore May Be Alive,

just back from Toronto, claims to have seen 
in that city Crickmore, the lawyer who 
nine months ago suddenly disappeared from 
here, leaving a fine library and other effects 
and a large number of debts.

“WHAT WERE YOU MAD§ FOR?”

This morning in addition to the congr 
tional singing Profeasor Henry Kyre Browne 
rendered from the organ, “Theme and 
Variations in A,” by Kramer. Dr. Tal 
mage's text was taken from Jolin xviii, 37, 
“To this end was I born.” 

After Pilate had suicided, tradition says 
that his body was thrown into the Tiber, 
and such storms ensued on and about that 
river that his body was taken out and 
thrown into the Rhone, and similar dis- 
turbances swept that river and its banks. 
Then the body was taken out and removed 
to Lausanne and put into a deeper pool, 
which immediately became the centre of 
similar atmospheric and aqueous disturb 
ances. Though these are fanciful and false 
traditions they show the execration with 
which the world looked upon Pilate. It 
was before this man when he was in full 
life and power that Christ was arraigned as 
in a court of oyer and terminer. Pilate 
said to his prisoner, ‘‘ Art thou a king, 
then?” and Jesus answered, ‘'To this end 
was I born.”’ Sure enough, although all 
earth and hell arose to keep him down, he 
is to-day empalaced, enthroned and coro- 

9 : 
nated king of earth and king of heaven. 
“To this end was I born.” That is what 
he came for and that was what he accom- 
plished. 

By the time a child reaches ten years of 
age the parents begin to discover that 
child’s destiny, but by the time he orshe 
reaches fifteen years of age the question is 
on the child's lips: ‘What am I to be? 
What am I going to be? What was I made 
for?” It isa sensible andrighteous question, 
and the young ought to keep on asking it 
until it is so Katy answered that the young 
man or the young woman can say with as 
much truth as its author, though on a less 
expansive scale, ‘“T'o this end was I born.” 


AN UNANSWERABLE QUESTION, 


There is too much divine skill shown in 
the physical, mental and moral constitution 
of the ordinary human being to suppose that 
he was constructed without any divine pur- 
pose. Ifyou take me ont ona some vast 
plain and show mea pillared temple sur- 
mounted by a dome like St. Peter's, and 
having a floor of precious stones, and arches 
that must have taxed the brain of the 
greatest draftsman to design, and walls 
scrolled and niched and pancled and wain- 
scoted and painted, and I should ask you 
what this building was put up for, and you 
answered, ‘‘For nothing at all,” how could 
I believe you ? 

And it is impossible for me to believe that 
any ordinary human being who has in his 
musoular, nervous and cerebral organization 
more wonders than Christopher Wren lifted 
in St. Paul's, or Phidias ever chiseled on 
the Acropolis, and built in such a way that 
it shall last long after St. Paul’s cathedral 
isas mucha ruin as the Parthenon—that 
such a being was constructed for no pur- 
pose, and to execute no mission, and with- 
out any divine intention toward some end. 
The object of this sermon is to help you to 
find out what you are made for, and help 
you find your sphere, and assist you into 
that condition where you can say with cer- 
tainty and emphasis and enthusiasm and 
triumph, ‘To this end was I born,” 


THINGS YOU ARE NOT RESPONSIBLE FOR. 


First, I discharge you from all responsi- 
bility for most of your environments, You 
aro not responsible for your parentage or 

randparentage. You are not responsible 
or any of the cranks that may haye lived 
in your ancestral line, and who a hundred 
years before you were born may have lived 
a style of life that more or less affects you 
to-day. You are not responsible for the 
fact that your temperament is sanguine or 
melancholic or bilious or lymphatic or 
nervous. Neither are you responsible for 
the place of your nativity, whether among 
the granite hills of New England, or the 
cotton plantations of Louisiana, or on the 
banks of the Clyde, or the Dnieper, or the 
Shannon, or the Seine, Neither are you re- 
sponsible for the religion taught in your 
father’s house, nor the irreligion. Do not 
bother yourself about what you cannot 
holp, or about circumstances that you did 
aot decree, 

Take things astheyare and decide the 
question so that you shall be able safely to 
say, ‘*T'o this end was I born.” How will 
you decide it? By direct application to the 
only Being in the universe who is compe- 
tent to tell you—the Lord Almighty. Do 
you know the reason why he is the only 
one who tell? Because he can seo 
everything between your cradle and your 
grave, though the grave be eighty years 
off. And, besides that, he is the only be- 
ing who can seo what has been happening 
for the Inst five hundred years in your an- 
cestral line and for thousands of years 
clear back to Adam, and there is not one 
person in all that ancestral line of six 
thousand years but has somewhat affected 
your character, and even old Adam _ him- 
self will sometimes turn up in your dispo- 
sition.

Theso things being so, am L not right in 
saying that in many cases God only knows 
what is the most appropriate thing for you 
to do, and he is the one to ask. And let all 
parents, and all schools, and all universities 
and all colleges recognise thin, anda large 
number of those who spent their best vears 
stumbling about among businesses and oc- 
cupations, now trying this and now trying 
that, and failing in all, would be able to go 
ahead with a definite, decided ond tremen- 
dous purpose, saying “To this end was I 
born?’ 

YOU ARE MADE FOR HEAVEN, 

But my subject now mounts into the mo- 
mentous, Let me say that you are made 
for usefulness and heaven. I judge this 
from the way you are built, You go intoa 
shop where there is only one wheel turning 
and that by a workman's foot on a treadle, 
and say to yourself, “Here is something 
good being done yet on a small scale;” but 
if you go into # factory covering man 
acres, and you find thousands of bands =e 
ling on thousands of wheels, and shuttles 
flying, and the whole scene bewil- 
dering with activities, driven by water, or 
steam, or electric power, you conclude that 
the factory was Fe up to do great work 
and on a vast seale. Now, I look at you, 
and if I should find that you had only one 
faculty of body, only one muscle, only one 
nerve, if you could see buf could not hear, 
or could hear and not see, if you had the 
use of only one foot or one hand, ani, as to 
your higher nature, if you had only one 
mental faculty, and you had memory but 
no judgment, or judgment but no will, and 
if you hada soul with only one capacity, I 
would say not much is expe ted of you. 

But stand ap, O man, and Ict me look 
you squarely in the face! Kyes capable of 
seeing everything. Kars capable of hear- 
ing everything. Mind with more wheels 
than any factory ever turned, more power 
than Corliss engine ever moved. A soul 
that will outlive all the universe, except 
heaven, and would outlive all heaven if 
the life of other immortals were a moment 
short of the eternal. Now, what has the 
world a right to expect from you? What 
has Godia right to deena from you? God is 
the greatest of economists in the universe, 
and he makes nothing uselessly, and for 
what purpose did he build your body, mind 
and soul as they are built ?

There's some path of Christian usefulness 
open. It may bea rough path, or it may 
be a smooth path, a long path or a short 
path. It may be on a mount of conspicuity 
or ina valley unobserved, but it is a path 
on which you can start with such faith and 
such satisfaction and such certainty that 
you can cry out in the face of earth and hell 
and heaven, ‘'T'o this end was I born.” Do 
not wait for extraordinary qualitications, 
Philip the Conqueror gained his greatest 
victories seated on a mule, and if you wait 
for some caparisoned Bucephalus to ride into 
the conflict you will never get into the 
world wide fight at all, Samson slew the 
Lord’s cnemies with the jawbone of the 
stupidest beast created. Shamgar slew six 
hundred of the Lord’s enemies with an ox 
goad, Under God spittal cured the blind 
man’s eyes in the New ‘Testament story. 
Take all the faculty you have and say: nie) 
Lord, here is what I hive. Show me the 
ficld and back me up by omnipotent Roees 
Anywhere, anyhow, any time for Goc 

Two men riding on horseback came to a 
trough to water the horses, While the 
horses were drinking, one of the men said 
to the other a few words about the value of 
the soul, and then they rode away, and in 
opposite directions.

And now I come to the climacteric con- 
sideration.

Weare al rejoiced at the increase 
in human longevity, People live, as near 
as Lean observe, about ten years longer 
than they used to, The mgdern doctors do 
not bleed their patients on all occasions as 
did the former doctors.

All this 
has changed, 

From the way I see people skipping about 
at eighty years of uge, I conclude that life 
insurance companies will haye to change 
their table of risks, and charge a man no 
more premium at seventy than they used to 
do when lie was sixty, and no more prem- 
ium at fifty than when he was forty. By 
the advancement of medical science and the 
wider acquaintance with the laws of health, 
and the fact that people know better how to 
take care of themselves, human life is pro- 
longed. But do you realize what, after all, 
ix tho brevity of our earthly state? In the 
times when people lived seven or eight hun- 
dred years, the patriarch Jacob said that 
his years were few. 

Looking at the life of the youngest per- 
son in this assembly and supposing he lived 
to be a nonagenarian, how short the time 
and soon gone, while banked up in front of 
us is an eternity so vast that arithmetic has 
not figures enough to express its length or 
breadth or height. Fora happy eternity 
you were born unless you run yourself 
against the divine intentions. If standing 
in your preseuce my eye should fall upon 
the fecblest soul here as that soul will ap- 
pear when the world lets it up, and heaven 
entrances it, I suppose I would be so over- 
powered that I should drop down as one 
dead. 

You have examined the family Bible and 
explored the family records, and you may 
have dagnerrotypes of some of the kindred 
of previous generations, you have had 
photographs taken of what you were in boy- 
hood or girlhood, and -what you were ten 
years later, and it is very interesting to any 
one to be able to look back upon pictures of 
what he was ten or twenty or thirty years 
ago; but have you ever had a picture taken 
of what you may be and what you will be if 
you seck after God and feel the Spirit's re- 
generating power?

That is 
an instantaneous picture o what you may 
be, and what I am sure some of you will be, 
If you realize that it is an imperfect pic- 
ture, my apology is what the apostle John 
said, “It doth not yet appear what wo shall 
be.” ‘To this end was I born,”’ IfI did 
not think so I would be overwhelmed with 
melancholy, 

The world does very little for a little

Alcohol in Hospitals, 

At the seventh annual meeting of th 
Baptist Total Abstinence Association, held 
at the Metropolitan Tabernacle, London, 
recently, Dr, A. Pearce Gould, speaking of 
the evil effects of alcohol from the modical 
stand-point, said that ‘‘atatletics gave very 
little Insight into the real amount.of death 
and disoase caused by its use. One had to 
be in hospitals and see men and women 
brought In day after day, all bearing the 
mark of the same curse, before its worat 
effects could be adequately realized. Mat- 
ters had, however, greatly improved so far 
as the administration of fuivoatoania {n hos- 
pitals was concerned. 

‘Twenty-three years ago, when he en- 
tered the London hospital the ordinary 
diet of the hospital patient contained beer 
or porter: now there was scarcely a hospital 
where the usual diet contalasa| a drop of 
either. The house-surgeon and physician 
was then never asked, ‘shall he have wine?’ 
but ‘How much wine?’ &., which meant 
that not one patient was treated without 
alcohol in some shape. 

“To-day, in those hospitals of which he 
could speak with sureness, patient after 
patient was treated without a drop of wine 
or spirits from beginning to end. He 
knew whole wards where not a drop of al- 
cohol in any shape was adminietered, and 
these‘not under the care of teetotal doctors 
elther. Asa student, he never saw a case 
treated without alcohol. Tho students of 
to-day had greater opportunities, could 
compare case with case, and the lessons 
they were learning were burning them- 
selves into their minds. When men saw 
for themselves how much better patients 
could be treated without alcohol, the lesson 
would be much more effective than more 
theoretic conviction,”— Alliance News, 


With the view of checking the habit of 
smoking among the members of the Salva- 
tion Army, General Booth han fasued an 
order to the effect that no smoker can be. 
come or remain a sergeant, bandsman, ser- 
geant major, secretary or treasurer, or, {n- 
deed hold any office in any corps. Smok- 
ing, contends the General, is injurious to 
health, uncleanly, a waste of money, a dis- 
agreeable infliction upon others and an un- 
natural habit of self-indulgence for which 
there Is no justification. 

A little boy, still in dresses, was sent to 
Sunday-school at his own inalstance, from 
a home where religion was only a form- 
ality, and wine drinking a habit. At this 
school, the duty of temperance was made 
clear even to the infant class. The family 
moved from the nelghborhood, and the 
child left the school. But after the lapse 
of four or five years, accident threw the 
mother and teacher together, and the 
latter learned with rare pleasure that the 
boy ever refused to taste liquor, though {t 
was constantly before him, and never would 
consent to use a sauce or any cookery 
seasoned with it. This was an unusual case 
of Sabbath teaching surmounting dally ex- 
ample; but lt may be repeated, and teach- 
ers should be encouraged to brave falth- 
fulness to truth, even though unsupported 
by home instruction, ‘*My word shall nob 
return to me yold.”

The list of lands advertised for sale for taxes 
in this county is probably the biggest one over 
printed in an agricultural community and the 
numb'r of farms advort'sed for sale for taxes in 
this state this year asa sequel to Republican 
ring rule is appaling. 

In the cdlams of the journal above 
quoted from no less than 33 mortgage sales 
of farms, all in Brown county, aro ad- 
vertised. 

And yet, with such parts as are above 
stated staring {tin the face, the Globe de- 
clares that tho only thing needed to make 
Canada—and particularly Canadian farmers 
—prosperous is to bring them under the 
same conditions which haye had such a 
disastrous effect upon the agricultural com- 
munity inthe United States. Verlly, Mr. 
Blake did wisely to separate himself from 
his party and decline further responsibility 
for their ‘*polloy.”

made manifest, that {t is now proceeding 
more cautiously and upon somewhat differ- 
ent lines, as witness the following from its 
issue of Saturday last : 

The farmer’s condition constitutes a serious 
problem, for this is an agricultural country. 
The prime causes cf the depression in his indus- 
try lie beyond the reach of any remedy that 
Parliament can apply. The development of 
new farming countries and the economy in cost 
of trapsportation effected by telegraphs, rail- 
roads and the compound msrine engive, have 
lowered the price of food, and until it has ad- 

justed itself to ths new conditions, farming ‘is 
likely to contiaue to be a Isan occupation, Ney- 
ertheless the Canadian farmer has it in his power 
to better his lot. In 1890 we imported for con- 
sumption $113,000,00) worth of goods, The 
customs duty amounted to over $24,000,000 In 
1873 the goods imported for consumption exo: ed- 
ed that figure, but the customs duty was only 
$13,000,000. It is clear, therefore, that hia bur- 
dens have been artificia’ly augmented to an 
enormousextent, But in addition to the visible 
burden of customa taxes he has to pay an unseen 
tribute to the protected interests, Tho normal 
price of the necessaries and convenicnces of life 
has declined, owing to tho introduction of more 
scientific processes in manufacture and to other 
causes, but our protective duties prevent the 
farmer from reaping the full benefit, 
Here is a mixture of candor and unwar- 
ranted assumption. Tho true cause of 
agricultural depressioaand the reduction 
in price of the necessaries and conyenlencs 
of life are confessed, but these confessions 
are sought to be smothered under uncand- 
id assortlons which are coupled with them. 
Take, the insinuation that the farm- 
ers ars burdened with $11,000,000 more 
for customs revenue than in 1873. Now 
what propertion of that amount is paid by 
farmers? Their tea and coffee have been 
freed from duty ; their sugar has been vir- 
tually freed from duty ; their wearing ap- 
pare] pays no daty, provided that Canadian 
goods, which are equal to any in the world, 
are used ; their implements are cheaper 
and better than those made in the United 
States, and soon. Ina word, the tariff 
legislation of our Government has been so 
shaped as to lighten the burdens of the 
farmers to such an extent that we question 
whether they pay as much per head in 
‘customs duties os they did in 1873. 

The Globe proceeds to argue that decay 

{n the rural districts is shown by a decline 
of population in good agricultural counties 
‘such as North Brant, Kast and West 
** Bruce, the Durhame, Frontenac, Haldi- 
**mand, the Hurons, Lennox, Lincoln, the 
**Middiesexes, North and South Ontario, 
** Prince Edward, North York, South Sim- 
“coo, and the Wellingtons. In Quoboc 
“‘and the Maritime Provinces, where the 
“farmers are thrown back almost entirely 
‘upon the cultivation of coarse and bulky 
** products, the collapse is still more dis- 
“heartening. The tondency of population 
“all oyor the world just now {a to drift 
“* from the farm into tho city.” 

Another half trath, designed to have the 
effect of falsehood. ._ The “prime cause 
of the decline is givon by the Globe in 
above quoted extract from its article. To 
this our contemporary adds the world wide 
tendency to ‘drift from the farm Into the 
city.” Let us add to these causes anothor 
potent one, namely the more general in- 
troduction of machivery, (tho self-bindor in 
partloular) which has boon to lossoned jn 
price under tho N.P., which the Grit organ 
never ceases trom cursing, as to bo within 
the reach of every farmer. Indeed, no 

_tillor of tho soll can competo with his 
nelghbors unless bis appliances are as good 
as theirs. The result of this {ncroase In 
machinery is a largely lossoned requiroment 
for labor; and so the population of the 
rural districts declines of necosalty. 

Tho Globe's remedy for the doprossion 
which ib alleges is annoxation, othorwlse 
termed “‘unrostrictod reciprocity.” But 
how would union with the United States 
benefit us? Our nolghbors havo not 
escaped from a depression in thoir agricul 
tural ead of a much more sorlous char- 
acter than Canad t 0 atate

Lord Dufferin. 

Lord Dufferin, who has been a good deal 
about town this season, returns shortly to 
resume his duties at the embassy at Rome, 
Before he sets torth, he will pay a visit to 
the Queen at Balmoral, hor Majeaty sharing 
with commoner people the delight felt in 
the socloty of this versatile and accomplish- 
ed diplomatist. It is many yeara ago that 
Lord Dufferin, not then having added Aya 
and a marquisate to his style, was Lord-in- 
waiting tu the Queen. He iz, strange to 
say, in view of his acceptability in the 
highest circles, a Liberal, and began his 
career with intentions of competing in 
the political arena, Probably if he had 
followed that bent he would have reach- 
ed the highest min{sterial post open 
to a Liberal peer. But after for a 
short time filling the office of Under Seore- 
tary for India and drifting into the quiet 
haven of the Chancollorship of the Duchy 
of Lancaster, he suddenly emerged as Gov- 
ernor-Goneral of the Dominion of Canada, 
Thence he went to St, Petersburg as an 
ambassador, passod on to Constantinople in 
the same capacity, was appointed to the 
viceroyalty of India by Mr. Gladatono in 
the penultimate year of his last promlor 
ship, and two yoars ago was sent to Rome 
by Lord Salisbury—a rare instance of a 
diplomatist belng nominated to first-class 
embassies by two success\ve Governments. 
Lord Dafferin has of late shown signs of 
failing health. Ho {is not old as stateamon 
rank for age, belong only in his 6bth year. 
But ho has worked hard, hankers after reat, 
and, {t ls undorstood, will carly noxb year 
rotire from active sorvice.—London Corres 
pondence N.Y. Tribune.

All the Parnellites who had been 
at Brighton in attendance upon the body of 
thoir late chief were also aboard, The 
steamer arrived at Kingstown about 9 
o'clock in the morning Despite a fierce 
downpour of rain and raw wind that made 
it almost impossible to stand on tho pier, 
thousands of people were waiting, 
A singular scene was then witnessed. As 
the coflin was removed from the box which 
had encased it the crowd rushed forward 
and seized the box, tearing ib quickly in 
pieces for the purpose of obtaining frag- 
ments of the wood as relics. 

In a few moments more Dublin was reach- 
edand a great throng greeted the coming 
of the body of their leader, The coffin was 
borne on the shoulders of six stalwart Trish- 
men to St. Nicholas Church, near the Law 
Courts, where the rector, Rey. Thomas Long, 


assisted by Rey. G. A Frye, rector of 
All Souls church, Manchester, read the 
service of the Church of Ireland. The 


more immediate friends and the relatives of 
the deceased completely filled the church, 
the throng of geucral mourners remaining 
meanwhile outside in the pouring rain. The 
brief service being over the procession was 
formed and the coffin escorted by numerous 
Irish societies and by many thousands of 
citizens, Was conveyed to the city hall and 
placed upon « magnificent eatalfaque in the 
eentral hall, at the*foot of the statue of the 
great O'Connell. 

At the head of the coffin stood the colors 
of the Wicklow volunteers, organized by 
Mr. Parnell’s father in 1779. 

On the top of the coflin was an immense 
cross of flowers, inscribed with the names 
of the 31 party colleagues of Parnell. 

The inclosure around the coffin was a 
mass of floral offerings of every shape and 
design and coming from Parnell’s admirers 
in all parts of Ireland and England. Some 
of the masses of flowers bore revengeful 
mottos, 

At 10 o’clock the arrangements were 
completed so that the crowd could be per- 
mitted to file past the coflin. A procession 
six deep moyed past and the stream flowed 
uninterruptedly for three hours. 


125,000 View the Body, 

It is estimated that 125,000 passed the 
body. ‘The Parnellite members of Parlia- 
mentstood inside the barrier as a sort of 
body guard, Mr. Henry Campbell who 
had been Parnell’s closest intimate for years 
standing at the foot of the coffin 
At 1 o'clock the procession was stopp: d, 
though there seemed no end to the line of 
people pissiny the coffin. 

Photographs of the lying in state show 
that the coflin was placed at the base of the 
O'Connell sta ue and on either side in bold 
relief arg the statutes of Grattan and Lucas. 

Conspicuous on ths coflin were three 
wreaths from Mrs. Parnell, a cross, anchor 
and circle, with the inscriptions: ‘My 
own true love, " Best and trnest friend My 
husband, fron his broken-hearted wife.” 

-Tiside this inscription was the following: 
“My dear loye, my husband; from his 
heartbnoken wife!) And still within this 
was the following: ‘‘My dear love, my 
husbaiidy \my! King; from his heartbroken 
wife!” Thera were also two lovely little 
wreaths from Mrs. Parnell’s daughters, with 
the words: ‘‘From little Clara and little 
Kitty to our dear mother’s husband,” 

Ata quarter to 3 the procession st arted, 
led by the executive of the leadership 
committee. Following came the bier, 
the coffin passed, almost hidden in flowers, 
drawn by 6 coal-black horses, sur rounded by 
the parliamentary colleagues of Mr, Parnell.

Hicks-Beachthe Coming Man 

New York, Oct. 11.—G. W. Smalley, 
aftera lengthy holiday, has resumed his 
duties as London correspondent of The 
New York Tribune, and in to-day’s issue 
has an entertaining letter on British poli- 
tics. He says that Mr. Smith, late leader 
of the House of Commons, was admirably 
suited to his position.

But in an unfortunate hour a majority 
of the Irish representatives at tho bidding 
of an English statesman, broke our ranks, 
abandoned the flag of independent opposi- 
tion and ranged themselves as followers and 
satellites of the British statesman.

In conclusion the manifesto states that it 
has been decided to call a convention of 
representative Irishmen to discuss the 
means to carry out the policy and program 
bequeathed by Parnell in dying, 4) says 

“To our ranks wo shall welcome all be 
est men who believe that the political 
affairs of Ireland should be controlled and 
directed by the representatives of the Irish 
scople alone; but with men who are imme- 
diately responsible for the disruption of the 
National party who, in obedience to foreign 
dictation, hounded to death the foremost 
man of ourrank we can have no fellow- 
ship. 

‘Where can be no safety between them and 
the men who stood true to the cause of 
National independence, Ireland must 
choose, On the threshold of the tomb the 
leader we mourn defined our duty in these 
imperishable words: ‘If I am dead and gone 
to-morrow the men fighting against Eng- 
lish influence in Irish public life must fight 
on still. They can still believe in the 
future of Ireland as a nation and still 
protest that it was not by taking the or- 
ders of an English minister that Ireland’s 
future could be saved, protected and secured. 

“Fellow Countrymen; Let it be the glory 
of our race at home and abroad to act up to 
Baapis of this message, God Save Ire- 
and.

CALIFORNIA “SHOOK UP.’ 


An Earthquake Creates Consternation 
Among the Poople, 

Saw Francisco, Cal, Oct. 13. 
earthquake shock occurred here at 10,27 
Sunday. Tt lasted fully half o minute 
and was the most sovero experienced in this 
city for a long timo. As far oa known, how 
eV or, no serous damage wis done. 

Nara, Cal., Oct. 13.—The heaviest carth 
quake shock ever felt hero was expe rienced 
at 10.34 Sunday, Peoplo rushed into the 
streets in their night clothes in great ex- 
citement, Chimneys toppled over and 
several buildings were shattered and badly 
shaken up. Drug store fixtures suffered 
greatly, bottles being thrown from tho 
shelves to the floor and other damage was 
done, The Masonic Temple, a fine build- 
ing, was shattered. At the State Insane 
Asylum great excitement prevailed, the 
patients being almost uncontrollable, It is 
reported the building cracked, and that 
other damage was done. 

Sawn Franctseo, Cal. , Oct. 138.—The effects 
of the earthquake which visited some por- 
tions of North California Sunday night 
appear to have been greatest in Napa and 
Sonoma Valley, where the shock is de- 
scribed as being the heaviest experiencep 
since the great quake of 1868. At Napa and 
Sonoma the walls cracked, chimneys were 
demolished and in some instances falling 
through the roofs. Window glass was 
broken, people were roused from their beds 
and many passed the night in the streets. 
The heaviest shock occurred at 10.30 Sun- 
day night and lasted from 10 to 45 seconds, 
according to the localities w here noted. 
Tho general direction seemed to be from 
the northeast to the southeast. On Polpula 
ranch, near Sonoma, which contains a num- 
ber of warm water spring, the  carth- 
quake caused the water to gush forth in 

great quantities,

PRISONER LYNCHED AT OMAHA, 


A Nogro Taken From Jalil by an Infuriat 
ed Mob and Strung upin the Street. 

Oman, Oct. 13.—George Smith, a young 
negro, who was arrested on Friday and con 
fined in the city jail for assault on a 5-year 
old girl, was lynched -by a mob. about 1 
o'clock yoatarday morning. 

Rumors of the intending lynching were 
current before nightfall, but it was about 
9,30 pm. when «a crowd suddenly 
Yortaed in the street without appar 
ent leaders or organization and march 
ed shouting to the jail. Inside 
were a few policemen and doputy-sher- 
iffs who had been on duty at the hanging 
of Edward Neal. The crowd attempted 
to break” through the South-street door, 
but was halted by a revolver in the hands 
of Captain Cormac k. Thenslodgehammers 
were found and the cust door was assailed, 
This was built of strong stool lattice and 
inside were four more steel lattice doors. 
The hammers were useless against the steel 
bars. 

About a block away was the “power 
house of the Gable Street Railway Com- 
any. Near it were piles of rails and 
oy heavy steel ban Half a dozen of 
these were borne up the hill. ‘The 
telephone wires had cut, apd 
there was no communication with the 
Jail. Ex-governor Boyd, at this mo- 
nient pushed his way through the crowd to 
the jail door, and before a blow from the 
battering ram was struck he tried to speak 
to the crowd. 

“Tt will be a disgrace to Omaha,” he be- 
gan. ‘Ll implore you to be quiet and desist 
from your unlawful efforts. Let the law 
take its due course; let ——" 

His words were cut off by a man witha 
sledge hammer, whe said; “You are not 
governor here. Get ont. Goattend to your 
opera house,” and the steel rail crashed 
against the steel door. It yiclded slightly 
anda yell went up from the men, who 
hurled the battering ram again and 
aguinst the door. ~In five minutes the door 
was open, Then there was a short parley 
and the second door was ussailed, 

While all this was going on a police force 
of 90 men Was assombled, but the officers 
were lost in the crowd.. Some one sug- 
gested that the fire department be called 
out and the hose turned on. The firemen 
came out and laid their hose, but the 
crowd carried off the lines and drove the 
firemen away. 

After the second door was passed it did 
not take long to effect an entrance to the 
steel cage in which the cells are located. A 
howl of exultation was sent: up awhen the 
negro Was seen, and tools were called for 
to cut into the cage, 

In the meantime the police, under Chief 
Seavey, undertook to muss at the jail en- 
trances, The crowd surged up and forced 
the police to the edge of the yard and kept 
them from interfering with the work, In 
side the cage the negro bogge d, cried, pray- 
ed and rolled on the floor in terror. At 
las’ the door gavé way, and the 
shrieked ashe was seized and tliruat 
through the corridor, Here men to identi 
fy him were called for, “He was then driven 
for 50 yards to the interstction of Seven 
teenth and Harney-streots, receiving blows 
without number, and was apparently un- 
conscious.

He also said 
his colleagues had hoped that over the grave 
of Mr. Parnell all differences would nave 
beon forgotten. 

It is generally believed John Howard 
Parnell will contest for the seat in Parlia- 
ment (Cork city) left vacant by the death 
of C. 8. Parnell. 

Mrs. Dickenson, the married sister of the 
late Mr. Parnell, has written a letter in 
which she says that muchas her brother 
desired to see unity inthe Irish Parlia- 
mentary party, sheis certain he would 
never have sanctioned a union between 
those whom he regarded as the champions 
of Ireland's national honor and those whom 
he looked upon as its betrayers.

HORRORS OF RUSSIA'S FAMINE. 


Endless Caravans of Vleshless and Hol- 
low-Checked Shadows of Men. 


Lonpon, Oct. 14.—The Daily Telegraph 
will print the following special from its St. 
Petersburg correspondent to-morrow morn- 
ing: 

‘According to the latest accounts receiy- 
ed here from the provinces, a very consider- 
able portion of the population is now on 
foot, swaying hither and thither from town 
to town in the vain hope of escaping famine. 

“Endless caravans of bloodless, fleshless, 
hollow-cheeked shadows of men creep fune- 
rally along, seeking alms and work in every 
city on the way. 

*‘A telegram from Stavropol, in the Goy- 
ernment of that name, announces that a 
regiment of them entered that town, per- 
ishing of want. 

“Through the city of Tiumen alone over 
fifty-five thousand hungry lackails have 
passed, on the bodies of many of whom the 
ravens are now probably feeds. 

“The sick list increases daily, and not 
only is medical assistance not to be procur- 
ed, but there is no food for the support of 
life of these wanderers and no fuel or cloth- 
ing to keep them warm, 

‘The despatches say that the frost is in 
tense. Even St. Petersburg is beginning to 
realize that a famine is raging in the pro- 
vinces. The price of bread has gone up con- 
siderably and is still rising. 

‘“Detachments of pale, hunger-pinched 
countrywomen may be seen anxiously 
waiting before certain houses, purading the 
streeta) and offering their services as wet 
nurses.” 

‘A semi-official journal warns the public 
that they are all from the famine districts, 
where their own babes died, and they have 
nothing to offer other children but a dis- 
eased secretion, the supply of which has 
been artificially kept up for the purpose of 
procuring employment and a ai 

“The story of the sufferings and make- 
shifts of some of these wretched wet-nurses, 
who are ready to drop from weakness and 
exhaustion, would do more to give an idea 
of the extent and intensity of the famine 
than the most lengthy description, 

“The newspapers until very lately were 
forbidden to speak of it, 
beginning to admit that deaths from hunger 
haye occurred and are occurring. 4 

“The Hebrews are still being hunted, 
seized and driven from Kieff, where thoy 
have no legal right to reside, and from the 
suburbs of Kieff, where thoy have the right, 
they are being likewise expelled. 

“Astrakhahn, Moscow and Odess: are 
compelled to swell the mournful cortege of 
famine-stricken wretches, as if there were 
not enough recruits already,”

Government wants a thorough sanitary ex- 
amination, as to its much vaunted purity 
and healthy condition. 

“Good Liberals,” says our contemporary, 
**foel shat it fs useloss to condemn extray- 
agance at Ottawa, while a Liberal adminis- 
tration ian Ontario persists in maintaining 
this infamous system—a system which ena- 
bles men to farm out publio oftices and live 
in loxury and idlonees at the expense of the 
public, ‘McGreevylsm’ and ‘Rykertiam’ 

aro deplorably bad, but ara not legalized. 
The plundering of tho office-holders in 
Ontario is legalized and is therefore more 
obnoxlous than that done by stealth. Ib is 
customary to institute comparisons be- 
tweon the systems of Ontarlo and the 
Dominion in the matter of expenditure, 
and while we admit that the comparison is 
generally in favor of this province, ib is 
undenlable thatin the matter of salaries 
the Dominion Government's system 1s 
much more economical and altogether mors 
satisfactory. The Dominion, oflicials out- 
side of Ottawa are pald according to the 
volume of business transacted in their re- 
spective offices, and the rule is that none 
shall receive a greater salary than that pald 
a deputy minister—$5,000 per annum—-not 
even postmasters and collectors of customs 
in such important cities as Toronto and 
Montreal, 

“On the other hand, there are probably 
a hundred officlals of the Ontario Govern- 
ment who recelve by the feo system salar- 
ies in excess of that of an Ontario deputy 
minister ($4,000), and several who receive 
fully double that of the Attorney-General ; 
notably Registrar Ryan, of Toronto, and 
Sheriff Mowat of the same city. In many 
cases the offices of registrar and sheriff are 
mere sinecures, the work being left entire- 
ly to subordinates, the nominal holders of 
the office in the meantime Ilving in ease on 
the surplas and dovoting thelr time to 
pleasure. When defalcations are discoy- 
ered, such as were recently brought to light 
in Waterloo county, for instance, the regin- 
trar coolly defends himself by pleadiog 
that he knows nothing whatever about the 
matter, as he relied entirely upon his dop- 
uty. That sucha system should beallowed 
to continue isa disgrace to a Liberal Ad- 
ministration. 

“Tho policy of the Liberal party has 
been generally understood to be opposed 
to sinecures as woll as combines, and the 
Liboral Government of Ontario should be 
glvon to understand that the people de- 
mand that no man shall roceive pay for 
what he does not perform. Tho entiro feo 
system should be remodelled and a salary 
pald commensurate to the work preformod, 
and no more. Officlals would then be 
compelled to attend to their oflices and per- 
form the work required of them, instead of 
parading thomselyes on political platforms 
misrepresenting the manufacturing in- 
dustrios of thelr towns, and tolling of soup 
kitchens that do not oxist.”

IN THE CYCLONE’S PATI. 


GREAT DAMAGE CAUSED ON LAND 
AND SEA BY THE STORM, 


Famine in Russia Invites a Revolutionary 
Seoloty to Attompt a Revolt—The Au 
thoritios Mroak up Literary 
Olubsa—Fourteon Milllon People in Neood 


Lonpon, Oct. 15,—The gale, which had 
quieted last evening, resumed the force of a 
hurricane at midnight. The area of the 
ntorm extends over the whole of Treland 
and Kogland and the southern portion of 
Scotland A large number of coasters have 
been lost, Tho valloys of the Severn and 
the Dee and the low lying parts of the 
Midland Counties are flooded. At York the 
root of a circus tent was blown off, killing a 
boy in the street: At Dublin the magnifi- 
cont draperies of mourning displayed upon 
the occasion of the Parnell funeral have 
beon entirely blown away, and the same is 
true of the floral decorations that have 
adorned the grave at Glasneven, At Car- 
diffiand its vicinity 11 coasting vessels are 
ashore. ‘The crows were all saved. 

At Folkestone, one of the landing places 
for trans-channel steamers, the sea did 
groat damage. 

At Helensburgh, a watering place on the 
Frith of Clyde, the furious waves poured 
into the streets, flooding the houses and 
driving the inmates from their homes. 

Two passenger trains running between 
Glasgow and Helensburgh*were brought to a 
standatill by the water, which washed over 
and threatened to demolish the track; the 
fires of the locomotive were extinguished, 
completely,stranding the trains and placing 
the lives of tho passengers in peril. Escape 
from the cars was impossible, and all at- 
tempts made up to the present to reach the 
trayelers have failed. 

It is impossible as yet to give even an ap- 
proximate idea of the damage, 

Despatches received here from Dover, 
Kent, say that the hurricane is worse than 
the fearful weather experienced during the 
blizzard of March last. 

The military camp at Shorncliffe suffered 
from the storm, bui dings being partly or 
entirely unroofed. At Sunderland the 
hurricane unroofed a factory, the chimney 
of which fell upon a house and seriously in- 
jured four persons, 

A telegram received at 3 p.m. from Folke- 
stone says thata steamer flying signals of 
distress has been sighted offthat port and 
seems to be in danger of becoming a total 
wreck. - The local lifeboats have repeatedly 
attempted to put ont to her assistance, 
without avail. 

The list of vessels which have foundered 
during the gale is only beginning to be made 
out, Two coasting vessels, it is known, 
have foundered in Lochlong, a branch of 
the Firth of Clyde, and six men of their 
crews were drowned. 

All the incoming steamers which have 
been able to make port report having en- 
countered fearful weather. 

Lonpon, Oct. 15.—The gale has subsided. 
The passengers by the White Star steamer 
Majestic, which could not put ashore her 
mails at Queenstown vented because of 
the violence of the storm, arrived safely at 
Liverpool to-day.

ANGLO-CANADIAN TRADE, 


Stendy Expansion of Exports and Imports 
Between Britain and Canada, 


Lonpon, Oct. 15.—The Board of Trade 
returns show a steady expansion of Anglo- 
Canadian trade. Exports to Canada ex- 
panded 32,55 per cent, during September and 
1,53 during the nine months compared with 
last year. Imports from Canada expanded 
3 and 1.36 per cent. during the same period. 
The aggregate trade for the nine months 
was £10,492,637 against £10,343,483 for the 
same period in 1890, The increases are 
fairly general through the list. There were 
chormous increases in British imports of 
Canadian wheat and flour in the nino 
months, namely, £1,412,205 against £568,- 
073. Wood imports decreased from £2,738, - 
000 to £1,890,000, 

Russians in Need of Help, 

St. Petrerspurc, Oct. 15. — Medical 
councils have been summoned in the dis- 
tressed proyinees of the Empire. Scurvy 
and typhus are raging in the wake of the 
famine. The Noyosti says the famine pre- 
yails in thirteen Governments of the coun- 
try, and fourteen million persons are in 
urgent need of succor, 

A revolutionary society at Kieff are 
endeavoring to take adyantage of the pre- 
vailing famine to excite a revolt. Persons 
from Switzerland and France guided the 
movement. The authorities have broken 
up their secret literary clubs, prohibited 
all their meetings called for discussion and 
scattered their books to the winds.

“NO SURRENDER,” 

The generally exprossed opinion that an 
{portant result of Mr. Parnell’s death 
would be the unification of the Home Rule 
party, does nob seom likely of realization 
at an early date, although appearances, in 
connection with the party in question, are 
frequently deceitful. 

Some thirty of tho Irish members. who 
clang to the dead leader's fortunes have 
virtually adopted the Protestant cry ‘‘no 
surrender " and issued a manifesto,in which 
they declare that although their leader has 
been lost their cause remains; that they 
will not form part of the tale of Mr, Glad. 
stone's kite ; and that they will reorganize 
under a new head and continue the 
struggle. 

We do not regard thelr prospects as of 
the most hopefal chararter. Had Mr, 
Parnell lived, he must haye been oyer- 
powered, despite his undoubted ability and 
powerful personality. Hissudden—almost 
traglc—death has awakened the sympathy 
of the Irish nationalists on his behalf and 
created a corresponding feeling of revulsion 
against the most actlye of his opponents 
amongst the Home Rulers in Parliament, 
which will for a time render the memory of 
the dead dictator more powerful than his 
living presonce—but it will only be for a 
short time. People of al! nations are for- 
gotfal, If not intentionally ungrateful, and 
the Celtic Irish are noted for the mercur- 
fousnees of their temperament. What, 
then, have the Parnellitos to look forward 
to? Without a fitting successor to Mr, 
Parnell, without funds from America, the 
the most sanguine amongst them caunot 
anticipate anything short of overwhelming 
disaster? If,therefore,they disintegrate at 
anearly day no great surprise need be felt. 
They are bub the representatives of a lost 
cause. That the Gladstonians can win in 
1893, even with thelr aid, is by no moans 
» a matter of certainty.

Au Indian Murder of a Quarter of a Cen- 
tury Ago Repricvod, 

Orrawa, Oct. 15,—The Minister of Jus- 
tice has decided to commute to. life im- 
prisonment the sentence of death passed on 
jhe notorious Indian Emia, of the Stone 
tribe, in the Chilcotin country, B.C., for 
the murder of a Chinaman named Ahqua 
vome 20 years ago. The authorities have 
been in search of Emin ever since the mur- 
der, but till lately he has bafiled then. 
Thousands of dollars have been spent in 
several unsuccessful attempts to capture 
him. He was convicted mainly on his own 
admissions, having told the Chilcotin magis- 
trate that he killed the Chinaman about 27 
years ago, although the real date was 1872. 

The Chinaman lived and mined in a lone- 
ly spot on the Fraser River, just below the 
mouth of the Ghilcotin, The prisoner and 
a companion named Quilt refiched the 
Chinaman’s cabin at sundown in the month 
of June. They slopt in one corner of the 


cabin, and during the night Emia arose and | 


shot the Chinaman, “The two Indians went 
back to the Stone Country, the prisoner 
boasting of the above facta. 

The prisoner was found guilty of murder 
by the jury and was sentenced by tho judg 
to be hanged on Oct, 29. He wiis perfeetly 
stolid and indifferent from end to end of 
the trial 

He did not confess until after his capture. 
He stabbed another Indian lately, which 
caused the revival of the search for him. 
The captor got a reward of $600.

A PIRATE KING 7 
A Number of French Soldiers Killed by 
Pirates in Hong Kong 
SAN Francisco, Oct 16 A Shanghai 
letter says a number of French officers and 
privates have been killed by the pirates in 
Hong Kong. Hanoi advices state a continu- 
ous warfare has been in progress between 
troops and large gangs of pirates, Captain 
Simon, in charge of the Fiondong station, 
started with 200 riflemen to take a fortified 
position north of Biendong. They sur- 
prised the piratical stronghold and drove 
the enemy out about sixty strong. The 
retreating pirates took their dead with 
them. Capt. Simon and his men then 
camped in the captured position. The de- 
tachment charged with the protection of 
the party constructing the station of Don- 
son Was surprised by strong Chinese bands 
hidden during the night in the vicinity. 
The Frenchman in charge, Mr. Leveeq, and 
seven civic guardsmen were killed, The 
gunboat Avalanche moved in front of Don- 
son, fired two shots into the village of Yeu- 
lang, where the Chinamen were in ambush. 
On the arrival of reinforcements the pirates 
fled into the mountains, All the dead and 
wounded were carried to Donson. The 
Chinamen came home from Schadelin mine 
where they had been feasting during the 
night. They had installed themselves in a 
wood 20 metres distant from the road and 
fired volleys from 100 rifles into the detach- 
ment of Levecq wlien passing by. The 
French lost 13, killed and wounded, and 
eight rifles. The pirates beheaded Levecq 

and seven of his men. 

After an engagement at the village of 
Kea, near Kinain, the civic guard drove a 
band of pirates into the pagoda, but had to 
ask the assistance of the military, which 
after its arrival found that nothing could be 
done against the improvised ~ piratical 
stronghold without artillery, which did not 
arrive before night, The pirates profited 
by the darkness and escaped. Lieut. De- 
valhaire, two tirailleurs and three military 
men were killed and 37 men wounded, A 
few weeks ago seven bodies were found on 
the bank of the Red River. They had been 
prisoners (three males and four females) 
who failed to pay ransom and were exe- 
cuted by the pirates. 

Four pirates taken by the police of Bay 
Nay were executed. 


DIED ON DUTY, 


“An Attempt to “\yrite Up" a Rallway 
Trip Ends in Death, 


Cuicaco, Oct. 16.—The fast vestibule 
train on the Chicago and Eastern Illinois 
road which left Nashville, Tenn., Wednesday 
was wrecked at 100’clock this morning at 
Crete, Ills, The accident was caused by 
the engine running intoan open switch, 
The round house was struck by the engine 
and demolished, falling about the train 
and setting the baggage car on fire. The 
Engineer, Clark, was killed as were also 
three Chicago Inter-Ocean reporters’ who 
were riding on the engine. Their names 
are L. W. Washburn, Jas. McCafferty and 
Fred Henry. They were riding on the 
engine with the intention of writing up the 
trip. The fireman jumped and sayed his 
life. 

Leonard W. Washburn was the sporting 
editor of The Inter-Ocean. He was especi- 
ally well-known in baseball circles. James 
McCafferty came to Chicago about two 
weeks ago from St. Louis, where he had 
been employed in The Post Dispatch. 
Fred Henry was 37 years old and had been 
employed on The Inter-Ocean for about two 
weeks, having comie here from Louisville.

production In this connection. Ool. Den- 
nison said : 

He was yery glad to have the opportunity of 
addres:ing ro many of Canada’s young deferd- 
ere, bscsure he was one of those who belioved 
that Canada had a right to celeprats the anpi- 
versaries of her great military victories. He 
thought that the national feeling in Canada was 
not strong enough, and that these celebrations 
were a splendid ard ¢ffective way of arousing it, 
He then told the boys how that tho battle of 
Queens‘on Heights was won, and reminded them 
that thera were then, as there are to-day, diz- 
loyal men in Canada who would etoop to betray 
the liberty of the country. It was right that 
Canadians should meet and tell their children of 
the great victory which was won at the cost of 
the lives of Gen. Brock and many patriots who 
ehed their blood that Canada might ke free. 
(Oheers ) Ihere were men who would find fault 
with such a celebration as this, but, thank God, 
they are not many, and the majority of them ar+ 

_adventurers, (Oheers.) Men who will live un- 
der the protection of our laws and then 
ssck to betray us, must be classed as 
eneaks, (Loud cheering.) The men who 
won the battle of Queenston Heights 
had lit"e to fight for but liberty, 
as the country wss in an unsettled condition at 
the time, and it is therefore all the more fitting 
that we ehould honor their memory, Are we to 
be told by strangers and traitora that we shall 
not celebrate the deeds of our ancestors? (Cries 
of “No,” “No.”) Let us remain trae to the 
traditions of the past and be hopeful as to the 
future, and there may be no fears as to Canada’s 
prosperity. The youog volunteers wil) te loyal 
to Canada and will fight forthe liberty that 
our fathers dicito protect, He was wonder: 
folly struck, he said, with the proficiency in the 
drill and ihe movements that had been per- 
formed, aud he hoped that these celebrotions 
would ia future be held in all parts of Oanada 
and not in Toronto alone. It wes time thatthe 
children of Canada were taught as much about 
the history of their own country as they have 
been formerly of that of other countries,

doubt as to his attitude, His text waa II 
Samuol xxiii, 10, ‘‘And his hand clave unto 
the aword.” 
A great general of King David was 
Eleuzar, the bere of the text. The Phillis 
tines opened battle againat him, and his 
troopa retreated, ‘The cowards fled. Elea- 
var and three of his comrades wont into the 
battle and swept the field, for four men 
with God on their side are stronger that a 
whole battalion with God agatnat them. 
“Fall back!" shouted the commander of the 
Phillistine army. The cry ran along the 
host‘ ‘Fall back!” Eleazer having swept 
the fleld throws himself on the ground to 
rest, but the muscles and sinews of his hand 
had beon ao long bént around the hilt of the 
sword that the hilt was embedded in the 
flesh, and the gold wire the hilt had 
broken through the skin of the palm of the 
hand, and he could not drop his sword 
which he had so gallantly wielded. ‘His 
hand clave unto the sword.” That is what 
I call magnificent fighting for the Lord God 
of Israel. And we want more of it, ITpro 
pose to show you this morning how Eleazar 
took hold of the sword and how the sword 
took hold of Eleasar. I look at Eleazar’s 
hand, and I come to the conclusion that he 
took the sword with a vory tight grip, 
The cowards who fled had no trouble in 
dropping their swords, As they fly over 
the rocks I hear their swords clanging in 
every direction. It is easy enough for them 
to drop their sword, But Eleazar’s hand 
clave unto the sword. 

Oh, my friends, in this Christian conflict 
we want a tighter grip of the gospel wea- 
pons, a tighter grasp of the two-edged 
aword of the truth. It makes me sad to 
see these Ohristian people who hold only a 
part of the truth and let the rest of the 
truth go, so that the Philistines, seeing the 
loosened grasp, wrench the whole sword 
away from them. The only. safe thing for 
us to do Js to put our thumb on the book of 
Genesis and sweep our hand around the 
book until the New Testament comes into 
tho palm, and keep on sweeping our hand 
around the book until the tips of the fingers 
olutch at the words, ‘In the beginning God 
created the heavens and the earth.’ 1 like

fastened, and totally blind, with his pen 
between those pieces of wood he wrote, the 
stroke against one piece of waod telling haw 
far the pon must go in one way, the stroke 
against the other piece of wood telling how 
far the pen must go in the other way. Oh, 
how much men ‘will endure for. worldly 
knowledge and for worldly success, and yet 
how little we venture for Jesus Christ. 
How many Christians there are that go 
around saying, “Oh, my hand, my hand, 
my hurt hand; don’t you see there is blood 
on the hand, and there js blood on. the 
sword?” while Eleazer, with the bilt imbed- 
ded in the flesh of his right hand, does not 
know it. 

Must I be carried to the skies 
On.flowery beds of ease, 

While others fought to win the 
Or sailed through bloody seas 

What have we suffered in comparison 
with those who expired with suffocation, 
or were burned, or were chopped to pieces 
for the truth’s sake? We talk of the per: 
secution of olden times, There is just as 
much persecution going on now in various 
ways. In 1849, in Madagascar, eighteen 
men were put to death for Christ's sake, 
They were to be hurled over the rocks, and 
before they wore hurled over the rocks, in 
order to muke their death the more pain- 
ful in anticipation, they were put in bas- 
kets and swung to and fro over the preci- 
pice that they might see how many hun- 
dred feet they would have to be dashed 
down, and while they were swinging in 
these baskets over the rocks they sang:— 

Jesus, lover of my soul, 
Let me to Thy bosom fly, 
While the billows near me roll, 
While the tempest still is high. 
Then they were dashed down to death! 
Oh, how much others have endured for 
Christ, and how little we endure for Christ! 
We want to ride to heayen in a Pullman 
sleeping car, our feet on soft plush, the bed 
made up carly so we can sleep all the way, 
the black porter of death to wake us up 
only in time to enter the golden city. We 
want all the surgeons to fix our hand up, 
Let them bring on all the lint, and all the 
bandages, and all the salve, for our hand is 
hurt, while Eleazay doea not know his 
hand is hurt. ‘'His hand clave unto the 
aword,” 

As I look at Elcazar’s hand I come to the 
congusion that he has done a great deal of 
hard hitting. I am not surprised when I 
see that these four men-Eleavor and his 
three companions=-drove back the army of 
Philistines that Eleazar’s sword, clave to 
his hand, for every time he struck.an 
enomy with one end of the sword the other 
end of the sword wounded him, When he 
took hold of the sword the sword took hold 
ofhim. Oh, we haye found an enemy who 
cannot be conquered by rose water and soft 
speeches, It must be sharp stroke and 
straight thrust, There is intemperance, 
and there is fraud, and there is gambling, 
and there is lust, and there are ten thou- 
sand battalions of iniquity, armed Philis- 
tine iniquity. How are they to be captured 
and overthrown ? Soft sermons in morocco 
cases laid down in front of aon exquisite 
audience will not do it. You have got to 
call things by their right names. 

IMPERATIVE NEED OF AN AWAKENING, 

We have got to expel from our churches 
Christians who eat the sacrament on Sun- 
day and devour widows’ houses all the 
week. We have got to stop our indigna- 
tion against the Hittites and the Jebusites 
and the Gergishites, and let those poor 
wretches go, and apply our ooh ae to 
the modern transgressions which need to 
be dragged out and slain, Ahabs here. 
Hoerods here, Jezebels here. The massa- 
cre of the infants here. Strike for God so 
hard that while you slay tho sin the sword 
will adhére to your own hand. I tell you, 
my friends, we want a fow John Knoxes 
and John Wosleys in the Christian church 
to-day. The whole tendency is to refine on 
Christian work, We keep on refining on it 
until we send apologetio word to iniquity 
we are about to capture it. And we must 
ro%with sword silver chased and presented 
Pe the ladies, and we must ride on white 
palfrey under embroidered housing, put- 
ting the apuré in only just enough to make 
the charger dance gracefully, and then wo 
must send a missive, delicate as a wedding 
card, to ask the old black ginnt of sin if he 
will not surrender. 

Women saved by the grace of God and

You put that old minister of the 
Goape l now into a prayer meoting, ov ocea- 
sional pulpit, or a sick room where there is 
one to be and the 
name old cing t and the old 
story of pardon and peace and Christ and 
heaven. His hand has so long clutched the 
sword in Christian conflict he cannot drop 
it. ‘*His hand clave unto the sword.” 

Oh, if thore ever was any one who had o 
right to retire from the conflict it was old 
Joshua. Soldiers come back from battle 
have the names of the battles on their flags, 
showing where they destinguished theim- 
nelyes, andl itis very appropriate jngcrip- 
tion, Look at the flag of oll General 
Joshua! On it Jericho, Gibeon, Hazar, 
City of Ai, ond instead of the stars 
sprinkled on the flag the sun and the moon 
which stood still. There he is, one hun- 
dred and ten years old. He is lying flat on 
his back but heis preaching. His dying 
words are a battle charge against idolatry 
and a rallying ery from the Lord of Hosts 
as ho bays’ “Behold, this day I go the way 
of all the aarth. and God hath nat failed th 
fulfil his promise concorning Isreal.” Tis 
dying hand clave unto the sword, 

There is the headless body of Paul on the 
road to Ostea. His great brain and his 
great heart have been severed. The elm- 
wood rods had stung him fearfully, When 
the corn ship broke up he swam ashore, 
coming up drenched with thebrine, Every 
day since that day when the horse roared 
under him in the suburbs of Damascus, as 
the supernatural light foll, down to this 
day when he is sixty-cight years of age and 
old and decrepit from thé prison cell of 
the Mamertine, he has been outrageously 
treated, and he is waiting to die, How docs 
he spend his last hours? ‘Telling the world 
how badly he foels, and describing the 
rhoumatism that he got in prison, the 
rheumatism afflicting his linnbs, or the 
nouralgia picrcing his temples, or the thirat 
that fevers his tongue? Oh, no. His last 
words are the battle shout for Christen- 
dom—*‘I am now ready to be offered, and 
the time of my departure is at hand ; 1] 
have fought the good fight.” And so his 
dying hand clave unto the sword. 

SVIRITS OF THE MARTYRS, 

I preach this sermon asa tonic. “T want 
you to hold the truth with ineradicable 
grip, and I want you to strike so hard for 
God that it will react and while you take 
the sword, the sword will take you, 

You noticed that the officers of the north- 
ern army a few years ago assembled at 
Denver, and you noticed that the officers 
of the southern army assembled at Lex- 
ington. Soldiers coming together are very 
apt to recount their experiences and to 
show their scars. Here is a soldier who 
pulls up his sleeve and says, ‘There, I 
was wounded in that arm,’’ and shows the 
scar. And another soldier pulls down his 
cotiar, and says, ‘There, I was wounded in 
the neck.” And another soldier says, ‘'I 
have had no use of that limb since the gun- 
shot fracture.” Oh, my friends, when the 
battle of life is over and the resurrection 
has come and our bodies rise from the 
dead, willwe have on us. any scars ot 
bravery for God? Christ will be there all 
covered with scars. Scars on the brow, 
scars on the hand, scars on the foot, scars 
all over th: heart won in the battle of re- 
dempticn. And all heaven will sob atoud 
with emotion as they look on those scars. 
Ignatius yall be there, and he will point 
out the places where the tooth and the paw 
of the lion seized him in the Oolisseum ; 
and John Huss will be there, and he will 
show where the coal first schorched the foot 
on that day when his spirit took wing of 
flamo from Constance. M’Millan and Camp- 
bell and. Freeman, American missionaries 
in India, will be there—the men who with 
their wives and children went down in the 
awful massacre at Cawnpore, and they will 
show where the daggers of the Sepoys 
struck thom, 

The Waldenses will be there, and they 
will show where their bones were broken on 
that day when the Piedmontese soldiery 
pitched them over the rocks. And there 
will be those there who todk care of ths 
sick and who looked after the poor, and 
thoy will have evidence of earthly exhaus- 
tion. And Christ, with his scarred 
hand waving over the scarred multi- 
tude, will say, ‘You suffered with me on 
earth; now be glorified with me in heaven,” 
And then tho great organs of eternity will 
take up the chant and St. John will play, 
‘These are they who came out of groat 
tribulation and had their robes washed 
and made white ip the blood of the Lamb,” 

But what will your chagrin and mine be 
if it shall be told that day on the streets of 
heaven that on earth we shrank back from 
all:toil and sacrifice and hardship. No sears 
to show the heavenly soldiery. Not so 
much as one vidge on the palm.of the band 
to show that juat once in the battle for God 
and the truth, we just once grasped the 
swor,l so firmly, and struck so hard that the 
sword and the hand stuck togethor, and the 
hand clave to the sword, O my Lord Jesus, 
rouse us up to thy service.

Further 
facts In this connection have since been 
made public, which it will be to the inter 
eso and profit of eve.y candid person to 
study. 

Asto the great State of New York, we 
read in the Country Gentleman of Albany, 
New York: ‘* The Census Office last week 
issued a bulletin showing the population of 
the State of New York in detall by coun: 
tles, towns, cities and villages, according to 
the official count of the returns made under 
the eleventh census, taken as of Juno Lat, 
1890, The figares for the same divisions 
according to the census of 1880, are given 
for purposes of comparison. Under the 
census of 1880 the population returned for 
tho State was 5,082,871; under the census 
of 1890 the population returned waa 6,997,- 
853, an increase of 914,982, or 18 per cent. 
during the decade. The followlng sammary 
shows the population of each county accord- 
ing to the censuses of 1890 and 1880, to- 
gether with the Increase or decrease during 
the decade,” 

This summary is too lengthy for repro- 
duction in our columns, but {it shows that 
of the 59 countles in the State 23 show a 
decrease in population, the porcentage 
ranging up to 11,38, whilst 9 countles show 
an increase of 5 per cent or less, ‘In the 
above list,” romarks the Coun(ry Gentleman, 
“the’ rural counties which show much in- 
crease of population are chiefly those which 
are indebted forit to colonists from the 
great hive of business, manufactures and 
finance at the mouth of the Hudson river. 
The growth of New York City is very in- 
adequately exppressed by the percentage 
figures named (25.62) under the head 
slone ; we know more about it when we 
find a rise {n round numbers of 40 per cent. 
in Kings, 41 {n Queens, 32 {n Richmond, 
27 ia Rockland, 16 in Suffolk and 85 In 
Weatchester—all of which derive their 
increasing population in great measure from 
tho influx of persons doing business in the 
clty and the local business occasloned by 
the prosence and necessities of thomselves 
and thelr families,”

They did so, leav- 
ing the old aunt to protect their humblo 
belongings, as they believed that the ban- 
dits would do no harm to her No 
had the fugitives reached De Leon's house 
than Garcia sent word for Horhandez to send 
him the dinner he had ordered Hornan- 
dez, upon receiving this order, ex« laimed:

When they arrived at a well 
situated a stone's throw from Hernandez’s 
dwelling they were stopped by the three 
bandits, who had concealed themselves 
while the soldiers were searching for them 
and who had reappeared the moment they 
had left,

it,” responded Garcia, 

The servants wont back De Leon's 
liouse, closely followed by the bandits, In 
the meantime Hernandez had left the room 
in which the rest of the party were sitting 
and had gone into another room adjoining. 
Seffora Hernandez was sitting in a rockin 
chair and had in her lap the youn~--+ child 
of De Leon, 

The Double Murder, 

Suddenly the three bandits. entered 
“Everybody flat on his face!” cried Garcia, 
and all dropped to the floor with their faces 
down. 

“Where are those people—Hernandezand 
his wife?” demanded Garcia, addressing De 
Leon. ‘Tell meor I will do to you and 
your family what I am going to do to 
them,” and two rifles were pointed at De 
Leon. 

“'There,”’ replied the terrified man point- 
ing tothe room to which Hernandez had 
just gone. In an instant Senora Hernan- 
dez, seeing that her husband was betrayed 
into the hands of the bandits, sprang to her 
foot, and with De Leon’s child still in her 
arms ran to her husband’s side, Senora 
De Leon grasped her child from Mrs. Her- 
nandez, and calling to her other (children 
fled from the room. ‘The servants also ran 
away. 

Senoro Hernandez interposed her body to 
protect her husband from Gracia. Her 
children fell upon their knees ind begged 
piteously for the lives of their father and 
mother, Drawing his machete, a knife 
Weighing about 12 pounds and used by the 
Cubans for mauy purposes, Gracia threw 
Hernandez aside and hacked Hernandez to 
pieces, 

negro Placencia attacked Mra. Hernandey 
and killed her also. The murderers con- 
tinued to shower blows upon the dead 
bodies, One of Mra. Hernandez hands was 
after- ward found lying between his body 
and that of his wife. 

Before leaving the house Gracia wrote a 
letter, which he placed in one of Hernan- 
dez's pockets. It read:

We 
were friends since our early years I harm 
only those who harm me “I killed his wife 
because it was she who suggested to him 
the treason.

Even Sociallats Accept Hribes, 

rrvurt, Oct. 17.—Dauring the proceed- 
ings of the Socialist Congresa Herr Werner 
and Herr Wildberger were allowed the 
yreatest freedom of speech in order to ox- 
plain their accusations ‘that members of 
the committee’ had accepted presents for 
political services. Thoy indulged in tor- 
rents of personal invectives and abuse 
which at length led to great disorder, Herr 
Wildberger was repeatedly questioned but 
he refused to reveal the names of the 
two deputies who had informed him of the 
Shiea pplektont of moneys, as he declared 
that he knew the Congress would expel 
them, nor would he agree to a committee of 
inquiry on the subject, as it was a foregone 
conclusion that the Verdict would be hostile 
to the Opposition. “His speech was con- 
stantly interrupted by cries of “put him 
out,” and the uproar reached so ‘high a 
pitch that « general fight among the dele: 
gates was barely prevented. The Opposi- 
tion speeches were mostly of an anarchistic 
character ‘and were not endorsed by a 
majority of the congress, who were in favor 
of Herr Bebel’s demand that the offending 
members be’expelled from the Congress. 

During a temporary Tull in tlie turbulent 
proceedings the Reichstag members of the 
Congress, Herr Fisher aud Herr Frohme, 
declared that the Opposition had pursued 
anarchistic métliods and avniled themselves 
of anarchistic platform oratory in order to 
secure their own independence. This was 
the signal for the renewal of the disorder, 
and amid the wildest uproar the meeting 
was declared adjourned. 

On resuming the session later on the re- 
port of the finances of the party in general 
and the report of the central committee 
wére adopted, the committee’s action on 
all points being fully approved, A com- 
mittee of nine to enquire into the matter of 
the accusations by the Opposition was 
adopted.

Barriers te International Trade. 

Grip has a cartoon representing Ministers 
Foster and Bowell standing in the mouth 
of the Sb. Olair tunnel armed with revoly- 
ors and shot-guns, “* protesting the tunnel 
against the trade it was built at the cost of 
millions to facilitate.” 1t makes a striking 
picture, but the trouble with Mr, Grip Is 
that he does not see the guards standing on 
the American side of the tunnel armed with 
gatiing guns and howitzers, to drive off Oa- 
nadian producers. That ts the weakness of 
the cartoon, and the weakness of all car- 
toons Mr. Grip gives us on the trade ques- 
tion, He treats the subject as though, If 
Miniaters Foster and Bowell would throw 
down thelr arms, everything would bolovely. 
The free traders claim that Canada assumes 
an ovil attitude by maintaining a tariff, and 
that by changing that altitude great bless- 
{pgs would come upon us, 

It Is not so, The tariff wall against 
which thay cry out isnoba wall of our 
creation. 1 towered in its present place, 
insurmountable to our producers, long be- 
fore Oanada threw up a responalye barri- 
cade against American producers, It still 
towers twice as high as our own, which If 
razed to the ground to‘morrow, would nob 
faciliate the mutual trade of the two coun- 
tries. Its removal would indeed faciliate 
importation, but Canadais more of asup- 
plying than a consuming country. The 
farmer might buy acheaper plough —his 
grain would still be McKinleyized. Mow- 
ers and reapers might come to him through 
the St. Olair tunnel—he could nob send hay 
or barley through in exchange. While the 
Americans would find no wall against them, 
wo would still find an almost {nsur- 
mountable wall against us. If Ministers 
Foster and Bowell were to develop 
sudden insanity, cast aside thelr guns‘and 
kick over every‘obstacle to free trade inter- 
course that thelr utmost fury could provall 
against, the wall that now confronts the 
Canadian who has anything to sell would 
still confront him. It would seem higher 
in {ts loneliners. There would be one re- 
sult, for the great Amorican manufacturing 
combines would pour their stuff into Oan- 
ada, choke off our industries and lessen the 
home consamption of natural produots. 
The life of our cities and towns would be 
sapped, and our roral parts not benefitted 
even fora moment. The farmer is essen- 
tially a seller, and selling would nob be fa- 
cllitated but ultimately injured if the Oan- 
adian tariff were removed. This Is alto- 
gether apart from considerations of rey- 
enue, 

That wall against which the Reform 
party has been vainly butting its brains 
for thirteen years is not the one that In- 
jures Canada, Despite the ram-like and 
unfair assaults thus made upon Ib, ib has, 
in fact, been breaking the violence of the 
{njury intended us by the builders of the 
real barrier to free Intercourse on this con- 
tinent. That big wall is nob of Oanadian 
workmanship, and if Mr. Grip were Pre- 
mier of a Reform Parliament he could 
neither subtract from nor add one cubit to 
its stature. Leb the evangelist of free trade 
go abroad and shed Ught in the source of 
continental darkness. Oanada has done her 
shave towards amity of intercourse. The 
Reformers adylse her to escape the dark- 
vess of protection in suicide, bub she re- 
fuses to suicide. And rightly, too, evea 
from the argument of her wisked advisers, 

for when her national life would go out in 
commercial or political union she would be 
encompassed in the deeper darkness of In- 
creased protection. Itis the Yankee tariff 
wall, and the Yankee with the gun at the 
other end of the tunnel that ls the great 
opponent of Free Trade. And yet to read 
Grip and other such papers one might 
imagine that ib was the Oanadian wall that 
was in the way. Oome now, Mr. Grip, tell 
us how you are going to remove the Yankee

In comp itn th your request, | have 
ploasure in stating to you my opluton of She 
eatuple of malt ecnt mo on 25 1 May last, 
which, 1 uoderstend, was made exoluoively 
from Oaondlan barley sont you by the Do 
minion Goyernmont. 

Irom o careful ex«mioation of this malt, 
and from the lufermoation furnished mo by 
brewers well acquatatod with the use of Ca 
nadian malt in the Dominton, and also from 
suggootions made by tho well known brew 
ory expert, Mr. F. Faulkoor, 1 felt justified 
in usivug this malt oxciucively without any 
mixture of othor malts, I therefore proved 
{te brewing qualitios ontirely upon its own 
morits, and, to test it as severely as possl- 
ble, I browed pale ale from it, although I 
fear that the color Js a little higher than I 
generally got from malt made from English 
or Europoan barleys. 

The brewlog worked easily, and 1 liked 
the handling of the gocds in tun and the 
way they spont, indicating from the inttlal 
stages tho truo quality of the malt, Each 
succostive stage followed in propor so- 
qencs in exceedingly good form ; the fer- 
mentation was practically perfect, and the 
condition of the beer at racking was ex- 
cvedingly good. The final attenuation wes 
also just a8 I wanted, and, asa conse- 
quence, I think the brewing operations 
wero those well adapted to the malt, and it 
must have been of good quality to have 
given such satisfactory results at every 
stage. 

Tho stabilily I have proved to be exceed 
ingly good, Indicatlog the soundness of 
material, The extract was equal to 78 lbs, 
per quarter, and coupling all the preceding 
facts with the jadgmentI formed of the 
malt, irrespectivo of its uso, l assay ite yalue 
35s, to 36s, per quartor. 1 may stato that, 
had I wished to obtain a greater extract so 
as to attain the maximum amount possible, 
I could readily have increased it, but 1 
deemed It, under the circumstances, pre- 
ferable to secure quality rather than quan- 
tity. 

The beer, after racking, has remained 
entirely satisfactory, and the very nomer- 
ous people who have tested {b have been, 
almost without exception, of opinion that 
it is exceedingly good. 

Should you wish to have faller and more 
complete notes of a more technical class, 
elther es to the nature of the water em- 
ployed in the brewing or of the malt it- 
self, I should be happy to place them at 
your disposal, I assume the above report 
is sufficlent for your present purposes, and 
Ihave much pleasure In testifying as a 
practical brewer to the value that good 
malt of this class would prove to the brew- 
ers who understocd its use, 


The English Egg Trade. 

The egg trade Js very qulet, but rates are 
hardening, and the range for French is 
now up to 10s 6d, with fine quoted 83 6d 
and small 7s, with the general run for top 
summers 9s 6d per long hundred. Things 
are looking better for Oanadiane, and with 
the approach of cooler weather they expect 
better things. Some Canadians sold here 
last woek at 6s 9d to 7a per 120, owners 
are asking more money. Large consign- 
ments from the Dominion to Glasgow have 
come in good condition, and have sold at 
7s to 7e 10d, while Irish here are up to 9s. 
In Liverpool, matters have been dull, with 
rates just touchieg 8s as the top figure for 
Irish. The Grocer is complimentary to 
Canadian packers, and expects consign- 
ments to this market during the autumn 
not only to be heavy, but of prime quality, 
and warns home packers they will be ran 
hard, as we are likely to have from the 
Dominion the pick of selectlons, the chole- 
est racking, and the pick of the neste, 
Tho Canadian egg trade with us is indeed 
ap established fact, and its decriers on your 
side must feel very foolish just now.—Lon- 
don Oorr. Trade Bulletin,

FRANCE AND MOROCCO. 


Sultan Muley-Hassan's Attempt to Annex 
the Touat Onsen, 

Paris, Oct. 19.—The claim of Morocco to 
the Touat Onases, in Central Africa, is ut- 
terly repudiated by the French Government. 
France declares that these places are en- 
tirely within her sphere of influence, accord- 
ing toa recent agreement between her and 
the European powers to settle the question 
of the Hinterland of Africa. 

The claim of Morocco is making a great 
stir in Paris. In an interview on the sub- 
ject to-day, M. Ribot, the French Foreign 
Minister, said that the government was de- 
termined to maintain its position. It could 
not permit a commercial route of such im- 
portance as this to the French colony of 
Algeria to fall into the han ds of Morocco 
nor could it allow peace to be disturbed 
there. He concluded with the significant 
pluses that he was determined to bring 
Morocco to reason. 


Keported Seizure of Territory by Russia 


Lowpon, Oct. 19.—A despatch from St. 
Petersburg says a sensation has been caused 
thereby the reprint of a letter from the 
Government of Ferghana, in Asiatic Russia. 
Whe letter was first published in The Samare 
cind Gazette. Its writer states that Khan 
Chudojar of Khokand instigated England 
to menace Russian Ferghana, and that it 
became necessary, asa measure of protec- 
tion, for Russia to annex adjacent Khan- 
ates, although it was known that England 
would protest against such annexation.

Alcohol in Hospitals, 

The Australian Christian World says: 
We cannot refrain from quoting some of 
the statements of Dr. R. T. Smith, one of 
the physicians at the hospital for women. 
The Commisioner asked him to give tho 
general drift of opinion in the profession 
aboub the use of alcohol, and the following 
are some of his words:—**I musb make this 
reservation, that alcohol is still used for 
certain conditions of collapse as a last re- 
sort. But subject to that, you may take it 
that there has been a great diminution in 
the use of alcohol In general hospital 
prastice. In spite of the {increase in the 
number of patients here, our wine llat costa 
less every year. Alcohol is never used 
here in the dietary except by the apecial 
order of the physicians in charge of the 
case. The house surgeon never gives it 
otherwise, This is the experience of Lon- 
don hospitals generally.” ‘*It fs genorally 
sald that alcoholic patients are more diffi- 
cult to cure,” remarked the Commissioner, 
“That Is absolutely true,” sald Dr, Smith, 
“especially in cases of fracture, and eurgi- 
cal practice generally. The growing cus- 
tom among physicians, when alcohol Is 
prescribed, isto use it in medical doses at 
regular intervals.” Regarding the personal 
habits of doctors, “they undoubtedly take 
moch less in thelr homes; some I know 
take none ab all except whon dining out, 
then to be *soclable’ they do.” ‘‘ls there 
any need for alcohol?” asked the Commis- 
sioner. ‘*None whatever,” jwas Dr. Smith’s 
auswer; ‘‘that is a proved physiological 
fact. People can enjoy the best of health 
without it. And the relgn of alcohol Is 
‘rapidly declining.’” Mach the same testl- 
mony was given at the London Temperance 
Hospital. ‘Our mortality,” said the hon. 
secretary, ‘‘is less than that of the general 
hospital in London. Most of them have 
immensely reduced their consumption of 
alcohol. If it were not for some of the 
older practitioners many of the hospitals 
might also be called Temperance hospitals. 
The younger mon very seldom prescribe al- 
cohol.” May the younger men live for 
ever, say wo; and may they more and more 
control the practice of the future. Truly 
the Temperance outlook is everywhere 
hopeful. This is the winniog side, for it 
is the side of God and humanity,

Somebody Divulging 


Lonpon, Oct, 19,—Sinco the time of the 
baccarat scandal there have continuously 
appeared in the sensational papers com- 
ments upon the private life and domestic 
affairs of the Prince of Wales, which are 
known to have caused the Prince great 
annoyance. It is evident that they are 
written or inspired by someone having ac- 
cess to the inner circle. The Prince com- 
jlained to his private secretary, Sir Francis 
Knollys, and that official instituted a series 
of enquiries on the theory that some of the 
sorvants were guilty of tale-bearing, but all 
efforts to trace the leak to such a source 
failed. This has led to a suspicion that the 
offender is one of the higher members of the 
household—one upon whom suspicion would 
not naturally fall, 

It is recalled that about two years ago it 
was notorious in Fleet-street that the dissi- 
pated scion of a noble family, a man related 
to one of the chief officers of the Prince's 
houschold, regularly peddled ‘Prince of 
Wales news” wherever he could find a sale 
and lucrative market for it, The annoy- 
ance experienced by the family led to in- 
vestigations similar to those now on foot, 
and an innocent relative of the family, who 
was himself wrongly suspected, got out of 
his embarrassing position by securing for 
the peddler of royal gossip a position in a 
distant colony, whereupon the trouble 
ceased for the time being. It is believed 
that something of the same kind has been 
yoing on lately, but until the guilty person 
is detected all the members of the Prince's 
official family will be under an unpleasant 
espionage.

The British Gale. 

Lonpon, Oct, 20.—The gale has been 
raging with increased  ficrcencss about 
Queenstown and yicinity. About 30 crafts, 
ony fishing smacks and small coasters, 
have been driven ashore in that vicinity. 
In addition considerable damage bas been 
done to crops, trees and other property 
ashore, At Youghal the sea has been go 
heavy that many parts of the town are 
flooded. The Black Water River has over- 
flowed its banks and much damage has been 
done. Many sheep and cattle have been 
drowned. 

Despatches from Holyhead state 200 ves- 
sels, many of them much damaged, have 
sought refuge at that port from thie storm, 
The gravest apprehensions are felt by the 
inhabitants of Sand Gale, a small town on 
the English Channel two miles from Tolkes- 
tone. Storms have caused a most abnormal 
tide and this, combihed with the hurricane 
which is blowing, is destroying the sea wall. 
Many houses situated near the slfore have 
already been washed over by the angry 
waves, and the highroad leading to Hythe 
and Folkestone is submerged and destroyed 
in many places. 

The River Thames at Windsor, Eton and 
other places is overflowing its banks and 
inundating the lower parts of many houses. 

The severe stormy weather which has 
prevailed in England for a week past still 
continues. The Irish Sea has been princi- 

pally the sufferer. 

The River Shannon has burst its banks in 
County Limenick, inundating large tracts 
of land. The reclamation works near Ennis 
in County Clare, which recently cost the 
Government £120,000, have been nearly 
ruined. Many villages in the Trent Valley 
are submer, “tf The Rivers Usk, Ebbw, 
Runney and Otway have overflowed their 
banks. Many thousand acres of land are 
coyered with water and the roads are im- 
passable. The loss of live stock is very 
great, 


Killed Her Children and Herself. 

Bertin, Oct. 20.—The wife of a potter 
named Falkmann, at Matzingen, strangled 
her two children to death yesterday and 
then hanged herself while suffering with re- 
ligious mania. The unfortunate woman's 
mind bad been deranged in consequence of 
the excitement attending a series of revival 
meetings in which she had taken a great 
interest. 


The City of Rome in Port. 
QuEENsTOWN, Oct. 20.—The Anchor Line 
steamship City of Rome, fot the safety of 
which some apprehension was felt last week, 
owing to a report that she had been 
wrecked off the coast of Newfoundland, was 
sighted off the Irisli coast. yesterday. She 

is now safe at her dock in Liverpool.

A FUTILE DEVICE. 


—_—_—_—— 


In encouraging Oanadian farmers to cul- 
tivate two-rowed barley, and putting the 
seed into their hands, the Minister of 
Agriculture has done a bit of work of the 
highest value, ssys the Spectator, The 
McKinley duty on barley was an annexa- 
tlon deylce. It was devised by Canadian 
Grits and carrled into effect by their 
fellow-conspirators In Washington. It was 
supposed that Canadian farmers would 
consent to annexation rather than lose thelr 
barley market. Then Mr. Oarling proved 
to them that England offered them a better 
market for thelr barley than the United 
States offered. They could not only get 
more money for a bushel of grain, bub they 
could raise more bushels to the acre, hav- 
{ng more pounds tothe bushel. The ex- 
periment has proved successful. The two- 
rowed barley has been grown greatly to the 
satisfaction of the farmers; it has brought 
good prices in Great Britain, and es an 
Ottawa contemporary says, it has come to 
stay. The Grit annexation device has 
failed. It has failed to injure the Can- 
adian farmer, as the Wimanttes deslred, 
and it has failed to promote annexation. 
Uncle Sam may put a prohibltory duty on 
barley if he likes, Canada can get along 
without the market of sixty millions, 


THE POPULAR VOTE, 


Mr. George Johnson, the Dominion Sta- 
tisclan, has prepared for his own use, an 
analysis of the popular vote in the last el- 
ection which statement shows that tho 
total number of voters on the list was 1,- 
132,201, of which 720,459 wore polled. 
In 1887 the figures were 993,914 and 725,- 
556. The great snowstorm which raged on 
the eve of polling day last. March must 
account for the fact that with 138,000 more 
voters, there were 5,000 'eas votes cast.

CRUSADES AGAINST IMMORTALITY. 


Emperor William Said to Favor the Lash 
in Certain Cases 

Beri, Oct. 20.—Tho case of Heinze, 
charged with the murder of Night-Watch- 
man Braun, has been brought to the know- 
ledge of the Kaiser, It has given His 
Majesty another opportunity of showing his 
deep interest in all that concerns his 
people's welfare, for he has become aware 
of the painful impression produced by the 
increasing numbor of cases of public immor- 
tality. 

He at once sent orders to the hunting cha- 
teau.of the Minister of Justice, Dr. Von 
Schelling, at Rominten, to take frastio and 
effective measures to remedy the existing 
evil, and abovo al to clear the town of those 
whose misdemeanors haye been flagrantly 
open. 

In pursuance of these orders a conference 
has been held at the Ministry of Justice, 
attended by the heads of the Berlin police 
and the Minister of the Interior. The re- 
sult has not been made public, but those who 
claim to know say there will be a vigorous 
campaign against immoralty, and criminal 
prosecution of people living immoral lives. 

Tt is said that a proposition was mado 
that the magistrates be empowered to order 
the lash in certain cases, aud that the 
Kaiser favors it. 


Should Parsons Smoke, 

Lonpon, Oct. 20,—Sir Morell Mackenzie 
writes a letter on the prevailing discussion, 
“Should parsons smoke?” He says: ‘To 
me it seems the parsons themsclves are tho 
best judges whether smoking is inconsistent 
with their cloth. The only thing that con- 
cerns the laity is the kind of tobacco used 
by the clerical devotces of the weed when 
they smoke in public. To my mind there 
would be nothing unseemly in the spectacle 
of any archbishop smoking a cigar like Mr, 
Spurgeon to the glory of God in Piccadilly; 
but ‘ should consider him a public nuis- 
ance if he insisted on poisoning the air with 
the acrid fumes of a ‘penny pickwick.” The 
question of the propriety of clergymen 
smoking was diacussed in France not long 
ago. The feeling .among the laymen who 
took part in the debate was almost unani- 
mous against it, but why in the 
name of common sense should a par- 
son not smoke. Snuff has been regard- 
ed by many learned divines as use- 
ful in clearing and stimulating the brain 
and it has been held to be a valuable aid to 
thought, an opinion which has the support 
of so practical an authority as the Wrst 
Napoleon, Of the two chief ways of using 
tobacco, why, to quote Sam Weller, should 
the clergy be restricted to the dirtiest 'vun 
of the two.’ The herb nicolain is a potent 
sedative.

NOVARINO ANNIVERSARY. 


Kussia Takes This Oconsion to Hurt the 
Peollngs of the Sublime Porto, 
Lonpon, Oct 22.—A dosypatch from Con 
stantinople says that the arks fool very 
deeply the celebration by Russia of the 
fearful defeat which the Turks suffered in 
I827 at Navarino. Among Naval officers 
here the celebration is Yooked upon asa 
piece of assumption on the part of Russia -- 
Nngland and France having played a more 
conspicuous part on that’ occasion, when 
the naval power of Turkey was crashed out 
forevor, than tho Russians, It is; however, 
one'of the few naval victories in which 
Russia has had any part, hor naval record 
generally being a monotonous record of de- 
oat, The celebration is looked upon, how- 
ever, 04 having another and more important 
aspect—that of hostility to Turkey. Inview 
of the fact that Russia’s share in the vic- 
tory was not of suflicient consequence to 
justify much rejoicing over, it is considered 
that the Czar choose an occasion to make a 
display to his people and to all the world of 
his dislike for the Turk and of unalterable 
hostility toward the ‘‘sublime porte.” 


BAITING THE JEWS, 


Troops Forced to a Them From the 
ob, 

Sr. Pererssuro, Oct. 22.—The Czar has 
given 3,000,000 roubles from his own pri- 
vate. purse to the famine fund, and has 
issued an appeal to the members of the 
nobility and the landed gentry to form an- 
other fund for the rélief of the famishing 
people, 

It is reported Jew-baiting and anti-Jew- 
ish riots have occurred at Teherigoff, and 
that matters grew so. bad there that the 
troops had to protect the Jews from the 
violence of the. persecutors, The mob in 
its hatred towards these people were ani- 
mated. by the belief .that the Jews had 
caused the acarcity of grain which has cre:

The professor will. declare 
that by chemical experiments he has suc- 
ceeded in purifying his lymph of all in- 
flammatory matter. He will add that the 
effect of an application of pure lymph differs 
but little from the effects of an application 
of crude lymph, Only he says the amount 
of the dose determines the effect.

In connection with the frauds committed 
upon some of the departments and In the 
clvil service at Ottawa—frauds in which, be 
it remembered, sundiy Grits were princl- 
pals—the Grit preas and orators have based 
a strongly- worded appeal to the people to 
turn the present Government out of office, 
and to replace them with an Administration 
selected from the party who are now In op- 
position, 

In support of this plea, those who utter 
it declare that they are the moral party, and 
that to them alone can the people look with 
confidence for the rightlog of the wrongs 
that have been committed and the preven- 

tlon of offences of a similar nature in the 
future. In brief, they once more assert that 
they are the *‘ party of purity,” although 
with a reticence the wiedom of 
which cannot be questioned, consider 
Ing the terrible exposures of their 
rascality and hypocrisy which have been 
made in the election courts, they have re- 
frained from using the title which they at 
one time so loudly proclaimed. 

As the ‘‘proof of the pudding is the 
eating,” let us apply the test of experlence 
to the assertion by the Liberals of thelr 
own purity. As the stream cannot rise 
above ita source, so a party,many of whose 
members have been elected to Parliament 
by bribery and corruption—we allude par- 
ticularly to the elections in Quebec—can- 
not be expected to have a very strong de- 
sire to ‘elevate the standard of public 
morality,” to use a phrase which, for un- 
answerable reasons, has been stricken from 
the Grit vocabulary, In the present, asin 
former Parliaments, It will be found, when 
the election proteats come to trial, that the 
self-righteous party havo, whilst preaching 
parity, practised corruption to a much 
greater extent than those whom they have 
been denouncing as corruptionists have 
done. 

A good many years having elapsed since 
tho Grits were in power in the Dominion, 
they have not had any opportunity of dis: 
playing their purity in connection with 
national affairs, although the Anglin job, 
the Neebirg hotel job and other discredit- 

able, corrupt and scandalous affairs iu which 
members of their party engaged have not 
been forgottep. In the provinces, how- 
ever, they have for some years had fall op- 
portunity to make good thelr claims to vir-

In spite of the walls of the calamity howl- 
ers of the Grit party, who have dono so 
much to retard the development of our 
country, there is a steady inflax of highly 
desirable sottlers from the United States 
into our northwestern territories. Mr. Geo. 
H, Campbell, general immigration agent at 
Winnipeg, who ts at Obtawa on businesry 
reports a large [mmigration during tho sea: 
son from the Dakotas and other western 
States Into the Canadian Northwest. Fally 
2,000 have already arrived, and been satls- 
factorlly settled. During the past 3 weeks 
37 car loads have arrived from South Dako- 
ta alone. Mr. Campbell is confident that 
the work has only begun, and that the pre- 
sent number will be largely Increased In 
the spring, as those who have come are al- 
ready enthusiastic immigration agents, aid 
are giving effective ald in making known 
the superiority of the Canadian Northwest. 
He states that theso immigrants are first- 
class practical farmers, who have a great 
advantage over European immigrants, from 
the fact that they already understand the 
peculiarities of western sgriculture and are 
buying thair stock, implements and farming 
utensils ready to commence work. In many 
Instances, after getting settled, they havo 
written back not only to friends but to local 
papers urging thelr friends to follow. 





MILITARY DRILL IN THE 
SCHOOLS. 


The following from the Hamilton Spec- 
tator, in reply to a local contemporary, will 
be found of interest in connection with the 
formation of s drill association In the 
schools of this city : 

The Hamilton Merald wants the “tom. 
foolery” in the schools stopped. What the 
Herald calls tomfoolery {s military drill. 
This raw disciple of the late lamented John 
Bright thinks that ‘lads of a peacefully 
disposed country” should not ‘be encour- 
aged to turn their minds in the direction 
of warlike pursuits.” But, though Can- 
adians love peace, they have, on several 
historic occasions, been called upon to de- 
fend their hearths and homes againat the 
Invader, and a little training in tho rudi- 
ments of war, while they are young and 
learn theso things readily, will help to 
make the Canadian dofender of his home 
rather more formidable than he who knows 
naught of the art of war. The Herald 
thinks that there are already ‘‘onough boys 
fooling with firearms, and blowing them- 
selyes or thelr relatives to pleces without 
this.” If the John Bright editor of the 
Herald were to take a short course in tho 
handling of firearms after the military 
manner, he would discover that the whole 
thing is designed to onable one to handle a 

gun. without danger to himself or his 
friends. One nevor hears of a soldier, or 
a drilled volunteer getting Into a didn’t- 
know-it was loaded scrape. Military exer- 
clse, aside from its utility in educating 
the boys to a knowledge of arma In caso of 
trouble, is mosthealthful. 1tsetathe body 
up, teaches the young fellows how to walk 
properly, gives them capital exercise for 
all parts of the hody, and makes men of 
them. A healthy mind cannot exist in an 
unhealthy body, and the boy who takes 
pride in shouldering arms and marching is 
better able to stand tho fatigue of study 
than the boy the Herald would like to sco 
inthe schools, Aside from the physical 
benefits of military drill, it teaches the boy 
habits of promptnoss and obedience, cures 
him of slovenliness and hesitancy, and 
makes him a good citizen. Bettor abolish 
frouf the schools the interminable matho- 
matical studies, which are of no uso in real 
Iife—bettor abolish from the schools tho 
alleged grammar which doos not teach the 
pupil to read and write the Eoglish 
language with propriety—than to abolish 
the mil/tary drill, which teaches something 
usefal, does something useful, toes somo- 
thing that may be useful in caso of an 


omorgency.

A Tribute to Corporal Wilson. 

The Stratford Times of the 2ist inst. has 
the following in reference to Corporal Wil- 
sop, who is known to a number in this clty: 

© Old Corporal Wilson, fitter at the Gt. 
R, shops, recelved Friday night a veteran's 
badge for services {n 1866, The first mus- 
ter that Corporal Wilson made was on the 
24th May, 1857, at Baker's corners, 4th 
conceaslon of Willlamsburg, county of Dun- 
das, Stormont and Glengarry. In 1866 he 
was under arma in the Fenian Rald, served 
in the 49th Batt., and is at present on the 
detsched servico of the 49th. He is 62 
years old aud has now three sons attached 
to the 28th Batt., one son, Corporal Joho, 
of No. 2 Oo., Oapt. Cook, Col, McKnight 
in command, was burled with military hon- 
ors in 1882, The old corporal and two 
sona were in camp at Kingston with the 
49th, Col. Brown in command. It seems

Comyn under arrest yesterday, and as soon 
as he is able to be removed he will be taken 
before Squire Powell to stand his trial on 
the charge of attempting to commit suicide. 


BLEW OUT HIS BRAINS, 


Sensational Suicide by an Ex.U,S, Minister 
at St, John, N.B. 

Sr. Joun, N.B., Oct. 23.—A_ sensation 
was caused here yesterday by the suicide of 
Ex-United States Consul James Murray. 
He had been away from home and returned 
by the carly train this morning and went 
to bed. About 11.30 he rose, and taking a 
loaded rifle that was in his room he stood 
before the mirror in his night “dress, placed 
the muzzle of the rifle at the side of his 
head below the car and pulled the trigger 
with his thumb. The ball passed clear 
through his head and struck; the ceiling of 
the. room, causing almost instant death. 
Ho leaves a wife and three children, Since 
being American Consul Mr. Murray was 
well known from having superintended the 
building of sevéral of Leary’s’ famous sea 
rafts.

border of the land, and this pyramid is at 
the border of the land; and the toxt says it 
shall be for a witness, and the object of 
this sermon is to tell what this pyramid 
witnesses, This sermon is the first ofa 
course of sermons entitled, ‘From the Pyra- 
mids tothe Acropolis,er What Isaw in Egypt

The evident design of the architect was 
to make these rooms ns inaccessible as 
possible. Afterall the work of exploration 
and all the digging und blasting, if you 
would enter thease subterraneous rooms, 
you muat go through & passage only three 
feet cleven inches high and less than four 
feot wide. A serophnwan of red granite 
stands down under this mountain of ma- 
sonry. ‘The\sarcophogus could not have 
been carnied in after the pyramid waa 
bailt. Tt must have beon put thore before 
tho structure was reared. Probably in 
that sarcophagus once lay a wooden coffin 
containing a dead king, but time has de- 
stroyed the coffin ant destroyed the last 
vestige of human romain. 

For three thousand yoars this sepulchral 
room was unopened, and would have been 
until to-day probably unopened had not a 
superstituous impression got abroad that 
the heart of the pyramid was filled with 
silver and gold and diamonds, and under Al 
Mamoun an excavating party went to work, 
aud having bored and blasted through a 
hundred feot of rock, thoy found noopening 
ahead and were about to give up the at- 
tempt when the workmen heard astone roll 
down into a seemingly hollow place, and 
encouraged by that they resumed their 
work and came into the underground rooms, 

Tho disappointment of the workmen in 
finding the sarcophagus empty of all silver 
and gold and precious stones was so great 
that they would have assassinated Al-Ma- 
moun, who employed them, had he not hid 
in another part of the pyramid as much 
silver and gold as would pay them for their 
work at ousliniary rates of wages and in- 
duced them there to dig till they to ‘their 
surprise came upon adequate compensation. 

WAS THE DESIGN GoD's Own? 

I wonder not that (his mountain of lime- 
atone and red granite has been the fascina- 
tion of scholars, of scientists, of intelligent 
Christians ofallages. Sir John Herschel, 


the astronomer, said he thought it had as- 
tronomical significance. The wise men 
who accompanied Napoleon's army into 


Egypt went into profound study of the 
pyramid that they might be as continuously 
as possible close to the pyramid which they 
were investigating. The pyramid, built 
more than four thousand years agos being a 
complete geometrical figure, wise nen have 
concluded it must hal eed divinely con- 
structed. Man came through thousands of 
years to fine architecture, to music, to 
painting, but this was perfect at the world’s 
start, and God must have directed it, 

All astronomers and geometricians and 
scientists say that it was scientifically and 
mathematically constructed before science 
and mathematics were born, From the in- 
scriptions on the pyramid, from its propor- 
tions, from the points of the compass recog: 
nized in its structure, from the direction in 
which its tunnels run, trom the relative 
position of the blocks that conrpose it, 
scientists, Christians and infidels have de- 
monstrated that the being who planned this 
pyramid must have known the world’s 
Panericity, and that its motion was rotary, 
and how many miles it was in diameter and 
circumference, and how many tons the 
world weighs, and knew at what point in 
the heavens certain stars would appear at 
certain periods of time. 

Not in the four thousand years since the 
putting up of that Byremid has a single fact 
in astronomy or mathematics been found to 
contradict the wisdom of that structure. 
Yet they had not at the age when the pyra- 
mid was started an astronomer or an archi- 
tect or a mathematician worth mentioning. 
Who then planned the pyramid? Who su- 

eridtanided its erection? Who from its 

ret foundation stone to its capstone erect- 
ed everything? It must have been God. 
Isaiah was right when he safd in my text, 
“A pillar shall be at the border of the land 
of Egypt and it shall be fora signand a 
witness.”’ The pyramid is God's tirat Bible. 
Hundreds, if not thousands, of years before 
the firat line of the Book of Genesis waa 
written, the lesson of the pyramid was 
written. 

Well, of what is this Cyclopean masonry 
4 sign and a witness? Among other things 
—ot the prolongation of hum im OW ork com 
pared with the brevity of human life. In 
all the four thousand yeats this pyramid 
has only lost eighteen feet in width; one 
side of its square at the base changed only 
from seven linitred and sixty-four feet to 
seven ltund and forty-six feet, and the 
most of that vighteen fect taken off by 
architects to furnish stone for building in 
the city of Cairo. ‘The men who construct- 
ed the pyramid worked at it only a few 
years, and then put down the trowel, and 
the compass, and the aquare, and lowered 
the derrick which had lifted the ponderous 
weights: but forty centuries has their work 
stood, and it will be good for forty centuries 
more,

importance was a check of $5000 for a note 
antibraedl by Morcier, Charles Langelier, 
P. G. Polletier and Francoia Langelier. His 
explanation of this note was that having 
charge during the clections of the greater 
part of the organization in this province he 
was obliged to go to great expense, expe cially 
for pamphlots. He had some money for this 
Urposs, but the balance was subscribed 
\\ hen the money was wanted ho had no timo 
to see the subscribers. Ho represented tho 
mattor to his friends and got the gentlemen 
named on tho back of the note to endorse it 
on the promise that he would take it in after 
the elections, when there was lots of time to 
collect the money. Noxt came his account 
with the Hon. Mr. Mercier, Before going 
to Europe Mr, Moroier placed with hima 
cheek of $5000 and one for 33500, the 
first, if necessary, for expenses on his trip, 
the other for personal expenses.

Ho said 
he was earning $3000 o year oa w lawyer, 
and 84000 more as a minister, Any one 
who knows Mr. Langelisr, Mr. Pacaud said, 
knows that his requirements and wants, as 
well as personal expenses, are very modest. 
He, Mr. Pacaud, told him that he could 
save about $6000 a year for the building of 
a fine house, and that if he would follow his 
advice, he, Mr. Paeaud, would furnish 
the money necessary for the present. The 
reason he mado the generous offer was that 
for 20 years Messrs, Pacaud and Lange: 
lier had been the closest of friends, sailing 
together through all kinds of weather. This 
and much more to the effect Mr. 
Pacaud said as an explanation of the major- 
ity of his money transactions with Mr. 
Charles Langelier. 

At the re-opening of the afternoon sit- 
ting, Mr. Pacaud continued his testimony. 
His statement is altogether a funny thing. 
It shows that Mr, Pacaud has used the 
Baie Chaleurs money in a way that suggests 
a koen desire of getting rid of it. He wont 
as far as paying his friends’ contribution in 
one of Quebeo’s best clubs.

Mortuary Statistics, 

Orrawa, Oct. 24.—The official bulletin 
of mortuary statistics for September was 
published to-day. It shows the deaths in 
the chief cities as follows: Montreal, 473, 
or 2.18 per thousand; Toronto 297, or 1.63 
per thousand; Quebec 222, or 3.51 per 
thousand.

A Distinguished Sclen'ist Voluntarily Hnde 
His Life in Bogland, 


Lonpon, Oct, 24.—Philip Herbert. Car 
penter, .D,. Se. MA., FR.S., the distin: 
guished scieifist,) whose ith was

(De. Carpenter will be’ remembered 
having visited Montreal, Canada,-at the 
time of the meeting of the Royal Society 
for the Advancement of Science, at which 
he read interesting papers.

PACAUD AS A SCAPE-GOAT. 





The change cf programme on the part of 
those charged with the Baie dos Chaleurs 
robbery is so complete as to have created 
asonsation in Quebeo, and to have called 
forth stinging articles from the journals 
which have not been subsidized in the {n- 
terest of the Mercier-Pacaud aggregation. 
Amongat the newspapers which haye com- 
mented on the altuation ts the Toronto 
Mail, the greater portion of the article in 
which, as It cannot bo accused of Copserva- 
tive leanings, we give in preference to any 
comments of our own upon the subject. 
Our contemporary remarks : 

When the enqniry before the RoyalCom- 
mission at Quebeo opened a dispoaition was 
evinced on the part of the defence to ob- 
struct investigation. Now the tactics have 
been reversed. Mr. Pacaud has gone Into 
the witness box to tell his story, the tenor 
of which Is that heas a private Individual 
acted In the capacity of agent for the rail- 
way promoters, recelying remuneration for 
his labors, and that the Government had 
nothing to do with his private concerns or 
with the amount the railway company pald 
him. Mr, Pacaud endeavors to exculpate 
the Ministers while the latter make him a 
scape-goat, with a view to his exile in the 
wilderness, should such a journey be found 
necessary. 

The most noteworthy feature of Mr, Pa- 
caud’s testimony Is his use of the first per- 
son singular. He says ; **I took an inter- 
**est in the Bale des Ohaleurs railway io 
**the summer of 1890." ‘I saw Mr, Mac- 
“donald.” ‘1 talked with Mr, Arm- 
“‘atrong.”’ “I told Mr, Armatrong I could 
** not discuss affaira with him, asI consld- 
““ered myself bound to Mr. Mac. 
“donald,” ‘I said that as long as that 
“gentleman had not relieved from mo my 
“‘engagement I could Ifsten to none of 
‘*Mr, Armstrong's proposals.” The all- 
powerful “Il” seems to have engineered 
the situation.

Hoffman and 
Bernouilli have proved that Jewish Ives 
are, On an average, nearly 50 per cent. more 
valuable than those of any other known 
people, They escape great epidemics more 
readily than the other races with whom 
they live, Notable examples of this were 
seen in the “black death" In 15948, and 
in the numerous opidemica of cholera, 
which fs so rare among Jews that the very 
fact of its occurrence has been doubted. 
Sulclde, also, ls only one-fourth as frequent 
among Jews as Gentiles. Consumption 
and the tubercular diseases in general, 
while not entirely unknown, ave admitted 
by all authogities to be oxtromely rare.—

Duwi, Oct. 26.—Groat excitement was 
caused in this city last evening by an at- 
tempt to blow up the office of The Natfonal 
Proas, the organ of the MeCarthyites The 
membors of the xtaff of the paper Were juat 
on the point of the night's 
work when the aren in 
front of the Abbey -atreet, 
where the editors’ rooms are situated, The 
bomb exploded with o tremendous report, 
but fortunately there was noone in these 
particular rooms at the time and 
consequently no one was hurt, If 
the missile had heen intended to 
injure anyhody in the editorial room there 
is no doubt the offect would have heen pre- 
eminently successful, for the window glass 
was broken, the casings shattered and the 
furniture in tho room badly damaged. 
The  ofticea in the basement were 
also badly damaged and indeed windows 
in all the adjacent houses were 
broken The wildest’ rumors were spread 
and an enormous crowd quickly collected. 
For a time there was much excitement. 
Notwithstanding every effort wax made to 
search out the miscreant, the authorities 
thus far are without any clue whatever. 

Almost universally the credit for the out- 
rage is given to the Parnellites.

Many Killed and Injored, 

PAnIs, Oct, 27,—A passenger train was 
derailed near Moirans yesterday, and ran 
overan embankment. A number of the car- 
riages were telescoped. 

The train, which was running at a high 
rate of speedat the time of the accident, 
was drawn by two locomotives. ‘The acci- 
dent occurred on astecp incline and curve 
and is supposed to haye been due to a defect 
in the ake of the second locomotive, 

The embankment over, which the train 
rolled is 40 feet high. A dozen carriages 
lie in a shapeless heap at tho foot of tho 
bank, 

Fifteen persons were*killed and 15 in- 
jured. Three of the injured are. not ex- 
pected to survive the night and 8 others are 
in a critical condition, one person havin 
both legs broken. The bodies of two of 
the victims are crushed and miangled be- 
yond recognition. 

A relief train has arrived at the scene 
and the work of rescuing is being carried on 
with the aid of torchlights. 

The sight is a sickening one. One of the 
rescued is a little gir! who was found crying 
caressing her dead mother. 


France in Egypt. 

Panis, Oct. 27,—In the Chamber of De- 
puties yesterday M. Delouclele interpellated 
the ministers, asking them to explain. their 
pauey toward Egypt, the position the 
nad taken on the questions at issue wit 
Morocco in the matter of the Touat casos 
and the alleged British intrigues on the 
Tonquin frontier. 

M. De Latosse also demanded that the 
ministry make explanations in regard to 
the relations between France ane Italy. 
He found fault with the Government for 
Kotehing in the recent Garibaldi fetos at 
Nice and also for not affording protection to 
the French pilgrims to Rome and for the 
needless annoying prosecution of the Arch- 
bishop of Aix. 

M. Ribot in reply said the Government 
of Morocco had been informed that France 
would not tolerate any interference at 
Touat, as the district was plainly within 
the zone of French influence. 

In regard to Egypt he declared France 
had not abandoned any of her former rights, 
and recent events were tending to increase 
French influence there. The »rapproche- 
ment between Russian and French, he said, 
astonished nobody. It was simply in con- 
sequence of old sympathies and a commu- 
nity of interests and formed a guarantee of 
peace, 

The minister justified the nation’s par- 
taking in the festivities at Nice, declarin 
that it was in celebration of the memory of 
the man Zwho had fought for France, 
Regarding the troubles which accom. 
Paid the French religious pilgrimages to 

ome, ho said the agitation provoked in 
Italy by these pilgrim incidents was ulto- 
gether out of proportion to any offence that 
the pilgrims committed during their pre- 
sence in Italy, The incidents having an 
international bearing, the Minister aia the 
Government felt bound to issue a circular 
to the bishops of the country to stop those 
pilgrimages, and the Pope himself had de- 
clared that the Government was justified in 
40 doing. Nobody would surely deny, M. 
Ribot continued, that the bishops owed this 
deference to the Govermnent. Besides 
this the Governmont had not hidden from 
Italy its displeasure that the anti-pilgrim 
manifesto had been followed by attacks 
sgainst France, and that thereupon Italy 
had expressed her regrets. 

These ministerial statements were greeted 
with applause, particularly by hath heed of 
the Lett. 

M. Hubbard brought forward a proposi- 
tion to suppress the embassy at the Vatican 
on the ground that it was useless and that 
\t fostered the idea in Italy that France 
ydinitted the possibility of the Pope's ulti- 
mately retaking Rome, 

M, Ribot, in a vigorous speech, combatted 
this proposal and it was thrown out

Explanation of the above attack upon

A Long Series of Crimos, 

Tho first of this series of crimes was the 
burning of a large barn belonging to the 
firra the night after Christmay, 1889, invol- 
ving o loss of $25,000 Another barn was 
burned with LO horses and 17 cows, January 
21,1890, This was followed by the burn 
ing of two other barns with their contents, 
including live stock. 

About a year ago ox urred the explosion 
of five powder houses Fifteon men were 
killed avd 30 or more injured, while 60 
homes were wre cked, Other buildings for 
niles around were damaged. Although 
the mills weregpo constructed that one 
could not be fired from the explosion of 
another, they went off almost simultane- 
ously, 

As if to further emphasize the hatred and 
vengeance of the perpetrators of this shock- 
ing crime, and to further exploitit, this ex- 
plosion was timed for the eve of a sumptuous 
reception given in honor of the pretty Irish 
bride of one of the junior mombers of the 
firm. ‘Tho great proparations made for this 
event of themselves caused a relaxation of 
the vigilance maintaing d about the build- 
ings against further arson. 

Less than a month afterward the com- 
munity on the Brandywine was terrified by 
tho burning of a fifth barn, showing that 
the incendiaries were still at work. Tho 
offering of a ergo reward ond the posting 
of a large force of detectives checked the 
work Ch deltedb tion. 

On the Trail of the Biends 

Other detectives were set to ferreting out 
the criminals, . and they to the con 
clusion that the revenge of some discharged 
workman was at the bottom of these crimes. 
Suspicion after ‘a time directed. itself to 
sdward Clark, a surly fellow, who had been 
employed by whe firm for 21. years and had 
just been discharged, Four detectives were 
set to. work upon him. 

William Wilkinson, the first to arrive 
upon the scene, soon had the unsuspecting 
Clark well in hand, aud induced him’to join 
him and his partner, a secoud detective 
named Lynch, in the hotel business.

Several accounts wore ordered to be paid 
In reference to the potition of oltle ns with 
regard to re-weighlog ooal aod grain, as it 
sooms to come within the provinos of In- 
speotor Hyde, the committee consider tt 
advisable bo make thio part of his duty, and 
that it be included in the work under his 
supervision, They also recommend that 
certain Improvements desired by the Police 
Magistrate as to his oftice acoommodations, 
bo carrigd into effect, at a coat of about $35, 
Executive Committoe recommended the 
payment of a number of accounts, 

Tho by law committee, to which was ro- 
forred the water works by law with rofor- 
epoo to lta borrowing, farthor,sum of $50,- 
000, presented the following report; **That 
while we see no specially objectionable 
features in the proposed by-law as amended 
by us, yob your committee cannot recom- 
mond ite adoption by the council unless the 
Water Works Oo,, aro prepared to make 
tho following resonable concessions : 

Anonvg others we do not think the citi- 
venus should bo asked to pay for what is 
known as the curb box or piper. 

The company should without cost to the 
consumer carry thelr service or supply of 
wator to the limit of the street or stroet 
line of private property. 

Every tax payer should be entitled, as 
of right, to water, if he be on the line of 
mains, if he tenders the schedule retes for 
the supply required. It shoald nob be op- 
tional with the company as to whom they 
will or will nob supply, 

The ‘‘goose necks’ and the public foun- 
talps ab the cost of the company should be 
put in thorough repalr at the beginning of 
each soason, And sald committee further 
think that the company should be bound 
to sutisfy the Oounoll at all reasonable 
times that they are living up to their con- 
tract with the city as to the quality of the 
water supplied the citizens, aod notwith- 
standing, and at any time any tesd or 
analys!s may be procured by this Gounoll, 
the "cosb attending the same (should the 
result show the water not to be up to the 
required standard) to be retalaed out of 
any moneys which may be payable by this 
Oouncll to the company. 

Your committee would farther recom- 
mend that the Waterrrorks Oo, should, in 
consideration of the at ve conces*tous to 
sald company,be bound to put in a further 
quantity of streeb malns, as some parts of 
the city are very inadequately protected 
in caso of fire, Notably that part of the 
clty west of and parallel with Coleman 
street. bo as.to furnish fire protection for 
the flate,-there not belng a main in these 
parts, and that the company are bound to 
remove any surplus hydrants on any other 
streste futhe olty that the Council may 
select to any places along the said new 
mains where the city may reqaire them. 

The Speolal Committee re Administration 
of Justice, between the Olty andthe County, 
reported as follows ; 

That your committee spent a very con- 
siderablo time in making searches and in- 
vestigating In the county offices In order to 
get the necessary information to enable 
them to meet the County Council.

followed but the police soon put an end to 
it, 

Dillon and O'Brien subsequently attended 
the Cork County Convention where Dillon 
presided. In his address Mr, Dillon com 
plained of what he termed the ‘organized 
violence”. of the Parnellites and made other 
allusions to the political situation which 
wore loudly applauded. 

Mr. O'Brien said he was willing to give 
fair play to his opponents, but he would 
not yield ‘ to iokbats and dynamite 
mobs.” [Loud applause.) The Parnellites 
might blow up the offices of the newspaper 
representing the views of the McCarthyites, 
but they could not dostroy the spirit which 
animated that party. [Tremendous ap- 
plause, mingled with hooting. } 

At another part of his discourse Mr. 
O'Brien amid cheers called upon John EF. 
Redmond, the Parnellite candidate for 
Cork city and the new leader of the Parnel- 
lite party, to repudiate all responsibility 
for the violence noted in connection w ith 
the dynamite incident at Dublin last night. 

After the county convention had adjourn- 
ed there was a serious fight in the streets 
between the McCarthyites and the Parnel- 
lites, As soon as the convention had closed 
its proceedings Messrs. Dillon and O'Brien 
peared through the city, still accompanied 

»y the procession which mot them at the 
railroad station. Suddenly the McCarthy- 
ites were attacked by a large mob of Par- 
nellites, and both sides fought desperately 
with sticks, clubs, shovels and pikes, A 
detachment of mounted police was sent for 
and they spurred their horsesin between 
the two lines of combatants, striking right 
and left with the flat of their sabres. The 
mob replicd with shower’ of stones and 
bricks. A large number of wofinded were 
Stretched bleeding and groaning in the 
streets before the troopers restored order. 
The neighboring hopitats hac to find accom- 
modation for many wounded persons by the 
time hostilities were suspended. There is 
great excitoment in Cork thilfevening and 
danger that the battle will be renowed. 

Mr, O'Brien further declared that it bad 
become his duty to drive the followers of 
Parnell from Parliament, ‘The convention 
thereupon called upon Dr. Joseph E. Kenny 
to resign his seat. 

In the evening troops formed in the 
square for protection of the open air meet 
ing which is to be addressed by Messrs. Dil 
lon and O'Brien.

Father Fidelis 
bitterly denounced the Nate Charles Stewart 
Parnell, saying that ‘The most deprayod 
monster who ever lived was now swept olf 
the face of the carth,”’ The reverend gentle- 
man also said that the women who were 
supporting him were ‘‘limbs of the devil,” 
and the local workingmen’s club was a 
“synagog of hell.”

Mr. Irvine ridiculed Mr, Casgrain’s plea 
of conspiracy and claimed that witness 
could not be questioned on matters so equi- 
vocal 

The Commission allowed the question, 
however, and witness was recall and 
answered, I think it is since 1878, at the 
general election, Witness lived thenin Ar- 
thabaska, subsequently he was prothonotary 
in Three Rivers until 1887.

$5000 check it had been accepted by 
the bank, Witness declined to say if he

It is confidently expected that be- 
fore the lapse of many years this will open 
tha way for the uniun of the Methodiem of 
the North and South, which conatitutes 
nearly one-fourth of the population of the 
United States. ‘here are also signs of 
unfon in Great Britain, It was agreed 
that the presidents of the separate con- 
feronces should meet for friendly counsel, 
and it is hoped that the irsue will be the or- 
ganic consolidation of the various sections 
of Methodism in the Motherland. Indeed, 
the spirit of union was so Inflcential that 
it is bellevyed that Australia will respond to 
the music of heaven, translated by the 
ehurch on earth, when brethren dwell to 
gether in unity.”

“The moter will be safer for the reason 
that by menus of an indicator in the powor 
houses which supply the electric current the 
exact location of every train on the road 
will be known movement, That

Mr, Edison said the trams would be run 
by electricity furnished the motors from 
stationary power-houses. ‘The current 
will piss from che stationary engine to a 
contral rail between the tracks, thence 
through the mechanism attached to the 
bottom of the cars or motor, A freight 
train, of course, woukl need a motor be- 
cause of the number of cars, although a 
single passenger car could be run carrying 
itsown motor beneath it—thence to the 
wheels, and thence back by the side rails 
to three power-house or stationary engine. 
Thee stationary engines, each with a 
horse-power of 10,000 or 12,000, would run 
the Whols Pennsylvania Railroad system 
between here and Philadelphia. 

‘For practical purposes I feel sure that a 
100-pound rail on a rock ballasted track 
would stand the speed of 100 miles an 
hour. The train will be stopped by air 
brakes, the same as now. On the road be- 
tween Milwaukee and Chicago we will run 
trains every 20 minutes at the lightning 
speed of not less than 100 miles an hour.” 

Chonp Street Railways. 


The Wizard said the new motor could be 
used for street railway purposes to great 
ulvantage. He continued: “The system 
will be the cheapest known. The plant 
will not cost half as much as the cable, 
and there will be no tearing up of the 
streets, Why, under pressure 1 could 
lay « mile of track for this system in a 
night. 

“A pressure a little heavier than the 
one I use would make a horse lift his 
foot so,” and Mr. Edison raised one of 
his own feet about half an inch from 
the office floor, ‘‘but the pressure I do 
use a horse wouldn't feel at all, nor 
would a man. You see, I employ the 
heavy current with the low pressure. That 
ix the whole secret of safety 
is this, that a water 100 feet 
wide which falls a foot gives the same power 
as a stream one foot wide which falls 100 
feot. ‘The wide stream is my way.” 

The third rail for street railways will be 
discarded.

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FIRE AT PARIS. 


Gillies Brothers’ Saw Mill Burned—The 
GT Vreight Sheds Also Destroyed, 


Parts, Ont., Oct, 28.—The worst fire 
that has happened in this town in a long 
time took place yesterday morning.

The Wolf in Sheep's Clothing Outrivals

Dustin, Oct, 29.—Startling testimony 
was given to-day in the trial of Rev. Sam- 
uel Cotton, a rector at Carvagh, County 
Kildare, who was charged with criminal 
neglect and ill-treatment of the children in 
Carvagh Orphanage. Rev. Mr. Cotton, 
who has canned the affairs of the orphan- 
age for many years, has made many appeals 
to the public for financial aid and has re- 
ceived large sums of money by subscriptions 
for the maintenance of tho orphanage. 
Owing to numerous complaints against 
that institution the Society for the 
Protection of Children recently made 
an investigation into the manner 
in which the orphanage was conducted. It 
was ascortained that the children were in 
an emaciated, filthy and ragged condition, 
A girl had been chained by the legs toa 
table-leg. The rooms of the eeak ana e 
were in the filthiest possible condition. in 
the kitchen was found a baby six weeks 
old, covered with dirty rags and dying of 
cold and starvation. Other children were 
found in the samo apartment 
around a’small fire almost frozen and half 
starved. All were weak and sickly and 
their growth had been stunted by the treat- 
mont received. The sanitary condition of 
the establishment was perfectly horrible. 
The walls and floors were in a beastly con- 
dition and some of the beds used by the 
children were old bags and packing cases 
filled with stale hay. All the children were 
keptina state of terror by Mr, Cotton.

A BANKER'S SUICIDE. 


He Flings Himself from One of the Top 
Windows of His Clab. 

Fanrenza, Italy, Oct, 29.—A great sensa- 
tion was caused here this morning by the 
suicide of Signor Giuseppe Salomini, one of 
the best known bankers in the city. He was 
about 55 years of age and supposed to be 
very wealthy 

8 the deceased was one of the directors 
of the People’s Bank his suicide has 
given rise to alarm among the people 
that the bank is in difficulties. 
During the absence of his family 
from the city he had been living at 
the Cittadina Club, of which he was one of 
the committee. He breakfasted at the club, 
went to the bank, remained a short while 
there, then returned to the club and sat 
awhile in the smoking room. He then 
started up nervously, walked to the fire 
vlace and suddenly went to the window and 
feahediout, falling to the ground from a 
height of four storics. 

The members of the club knew nothing 
about what had happened until they heard 
the outcry in the street. They then looked 
out and saw Salomini’s body lying on the 
sidewalk. It was taken up and carried 
into the club, where, on examination, the 
skull was found to be fractured. . Death 
had evidently been instantaneous. 

A ron on the bank began at once and the 
true situation is not yet known; but Salo- 
mini has been ina troubled state of mind 
for some titne past, aint known to have 
been embarrassed by the prevailing financial 
crisis.

Pacaud has been sacrificed by the despe- 
rate gang of boodlers at Quebec, {n order 
to save his master, Premler Mercler ; but 
as the expedient Js seemingly about to prove 
a complete failure, the Grits are, in their 
desperation, seeking to save something from 
the wreck of their party in the province. 
The something which they are ab present 
seeking to rescue Js Mr. Wilfred Laurier, 
the leader of the Opposition in the Com- 
mons ; but despite the desperate exertions 
of his friends, Mr. Laurier will share the 
fate of the rest. The attempt to rescue Mr,

Administration. Ho scoured Mercler’s 
assistance in the general election of March 
last by promising an Increase of $400,000 
per annum from the Dominion treasury to 
tho subsidy to Quebec. He—so Mr, Tarte 
states—was at Mr, Mercier’s residence on 
the night when the plan of campaign was 
perfected In February last. He was a ben-

Hon. Mr. Mercier was then called. The 
Promior was attired in a black suit and 
wore a print necktie and on his breast the 
acarlet rose of the Order of Leopold of Bel- 
vium.

Mr. Cameron 
had studied the Baie des Chaleurs question 
in the interest of Mr. MacDonald and 
asked to have the statement given ina clear- 
tr manner. Mr, Cameron then treated of 
tho difficulty that had arisen between 
Messrs. MacDonald and Macfarlane and 
that $150,000 had been deposited to settle 
the different claims. 

Mr. Mercier’s answer was:

The Quebec Investigations, 

Startling as were the revelations brought 
to light by the Sonate Commlttee—diflicult 
as it was to belleve the wholesale corruption 
which was apparently proved to exist in the 
Liberal Administration of Qaebec—the re- 
ports of the proceedings now taking place 
in the Ancient City continue to be more and 
more sensational, and to lend additional 
color to a rascallty which seomed at firat to 
be altogether beyond belief. It appears 
from the fresh and accumulating evidence, 
that Premier Mercier not only received $5,- 
000 of the sum boodled, by a draft sent to 
him while in Paris, bat that a note for the 
same amount endorsed by himself and the 
Langellers, together with an acceptance of 
his for $3,000, was also paid out of the 
‘fond,.”’ Worse than this, Mr. Webb, the 
cashier of the Union Bank, awears that Pa- 
caud informed him that he had threatened 
the acting Premier that he would wire Mr, 
Meroler If his corrupt requests were not ab 
once acceded to, 

Mr. Garneau had consclentious scruples ; 
he knew that the letters of credit were to 
be paid out of a Dominion subsidy, and 
not from a consolidated railway fund which 
had ro existenée ; he had been told that 
the matter was Irregular, if not illegal, by 
the Assistant Treasurer of the Province, 
and yet in the face of all his doubts, and 
with a full knowledge of tho character and 
antecedents of the man who was bulldcz- 
ing him, he consonted to deceive the Lieut- 
enaut Governor and defraud the Provin 
cial Treasury—in order to obey the ‘‘gang” 
which, under Mr. Mercier's regime, con 
trols the public chest of the provinco, 

The business men of Quebec seem to have 
clearly recognized the nature of these 
transactlons. Mr. Webb confesses to pre- 
vious tranaactions with Pacaud, but evi- 
dently the insight which the directors of 
his bank had recelyed into the conduct of 
provincial affatra was quite safficlent. They 
would not advance a cent, even upon a note 
of Pacaud’s after endorsement by a million- 
ire like Vallieres, and with a cheque 
of the Provincial Commissioner's attached. 
So.much for tho Ministry's financial repu- 
talion, 

Robidoux had his fingora in the pie also, 
and probably gave his adylce to Mr. Gar- 
neau accordingly, if, at loast, we are to be- 
love what Pacaud told Mr, Webb. Charles 
Langelier, by the same authority, musb 
have expected to do very well by the ar- 
rangemont. Altogethér, matters are look- 
ing very dark and shameful, and the full 
story is nob yet told, as the evidence of 
Pacaud and other Important witnesses Is 
atill to come.—Lmpire.

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Tho Hamilton Times quotes the following 
from the Nebraska Journal, in illustration 
of the effect of thirty years of protection in 
the United States :—‘*There are 30,000 
millignaires In the United States. There 
are 1,000 millionaires in New York, There 
are 1,000,000 people out of work ip the 
United States. Thore are over 500,000 
tramps. There are 60,000 old soldiers tn 
the poor house, but no bondholders, Ten 
thousand children die annually In the Unit- 
ed States from Insufliclent food or clothing. 
There were 67,000 homeless children in the 
United States In 1880. Ont of 2,000,000 
people who Inhabit Now York city, only 
13,000 own homes. Seventy persons in the 
United States are worth $2,700,000,000. 
Twenty-five thousand people own over one 
half the wealth of the country. One hun- 
dred persons in the United States own 
$3,000,000,000 of wealth. The late consus 
shows 9,000,000 mortgages in the United 
States, or one to every seventh inhabitant. 
In New York 40,000 working women are 
so poorly pald, they must accept charity, 
sell thelr bodies or starve. In one precinct 
27 murdered babies were picked up—6 In 
vaults.” 

What must puzzle the Times’ readers in 
this connection is that that journal desires 
the annexation of Canada toa country-of 
which {t glvos s» dark a picture {ndustrial- 
ly, commerclally and morally. 


CANADA WON'T HAVE IT, 

That able and impartial commercial 
journal, the Monetary Times, remarks: 
What passes for an organ of the Washing- 
ton administration, the New York Tribune, 
tells the American public that ‘the 
President acted wissly in postponing the 
(Canadian reciprocity) conference, "because, 
it believes, ‘*‘Canadian sentiment Is under- 
going rapid changes at this time, and our 
policy is plalnly to watch and wait.” If 
the object of the writer be to convey the 
impression that unlimited reciprocity 1s 
galning ground in Canada, it is out of 
barmony with the facts. Ifthe Oppoaltion 
came Into office to-morrow it would not be 
in its power to enforce the acceptance of 
unlimited reciprocity upon the country, 
and if the Americans bo induced tu bellove 
the contrary, they will deceive themselves, 
lt depends on the Washigtonn Government 
tossy whether {t will pursue a waiting 
policy, and Canada, too, If sho must, can 
afford to wait. In any case, she has no 
Present intention of accepting unlimited 
reciprocity ; let there be no mistake op 
this point. No party could carry such a 
measure, which must in the last resort de- 
pend upon the will of the olectorate ; that 
will recently expreesed is hostilo, cnd Is 
every day becoming more rathor than leas 
so. Even if the Government were defeat: 
ed inthe prosent parliament, it would be 
on some other queation, and this would not 
advance unlimited reciprocity except in so 
far as it could be done by haying a new 
Government theoretically in favor of it. 
That policy could only be carried out by 
obtaining the approval of the electorate, 
which, in the present state of opinion, Is 
not likely to be given.

Dr. ‘Talmage 

Up the Nile,” the» 
entitled From the 

Avropolia; or, What I saw in Egypt and 

Coniirmatory of the Scriptures,” 
His text was Ezekiel xxix, 9, ‘The River Is 
Mine and I Have Made It.” 

Aha! This is the River Nile. A brown 
or yellow or silver cord on which are hung 
more jewels of thrilling interest than on 
any river that was evor twisted in the sun- 
shine. It ripples through the book of Eze 
kiel, and flashes in the books of Deuteron 
omy and Isaiah and Zacharia and Na 
hum, and on its banks stood the mighties 
of many ages. It was the crystal cradle of 
Moses, and on its banks Mary, tho refugoo, 
carried the infant Jesus. ‘To find tho birth- 
place of this river was the fascination and 
defeat of expeditions without numbor. 

Not many years ago Bayard Taylor, our 
great American traveller, wrote, ‘Since 
Columbus tirst looked upon San Salvador, 
the earth lias but one emotion of triumph 
left for her bestowal, aud that sho reserves 
for him who shall first drink from the 
fountains of the White Nile under the snow 
fields of Kilima-Njaro.”’ But the discovery 
of the sources of the Nilo by most people 
was considered an impossibility. Tho ma- 
larias, the wild beasts, the savages, the un- 
climbable steeps, the vast distances, stopped 
all the expeditions for ages. 

An intelligent native said to Sir Samuel 
W. Baker and wife as they wero on their 
way to accomplish that in which others 
had failed: ‘‘Give up the mad scheme of 
the Nile source. How would it be possible 
for a lady young and delicate to endure 
what woald ill the strongest man? Give 
it up.” But the work went on until Speke 
and Grant and Baker found the two lakes 
which are the source of what was called 
the White Nile, and baptized these two 
lakes with the names of Victoria and Al- 
bert. Those two lakes, filled by great rain- 
falls and by accumulated snows from the 
mountains, pour their waters, laden with 
agricultural wealth such as blesses no other 
river, on down over the cataracts, on be- 
tween frowning mountains, on between 
cities living sudan dead, on for four 
thousand miles and through a continent, 

But the White Nile would do little for 
Egypt if this were all. It would keep its 
banks and Egypt would remain a desert. 
But from Abyssinia there comes what is 
called the Blue Nile, which, though dry or 
nearly dry half the year, under tremendous 
rains about the middle of June rises to 
great momentum, and this Blue Nile dashes 
with sudden influx into the White Nile, 
which in consequence rises thirty feet and 
their combined waters inundate Egypt with 
a rich soil which drops on all the fields and 
gardens as it is conducted by ditches and 
sluices and canals every whither. 

The greateat damage that ever came to 
Egypt came by the drying up of the River 
Nile, and the greatest blessing by its health: 
ful and abundant flow. The famine in 
Joseph's time came from the lack of suffici- 
ent inundation from the Nile. Not enough 
Nile 1s drought; too much Nile is freahet 
and plague. The rivers of the earth are 
the mothers of its prosperity. If by some 
convulsion of nature the Mississippi should 
be taken from North America, or the Ama- 
zon from South America, or the Danube 
from Europe, or the Yenisei from Asia— 
what hemispheric calamity! Still, there 
aro other rivers that could fertilize and save 
these countries. 

Our own continent is gulched, is ribboned, 
Is glorified by innumerable water courses, 
But Egypt has only one groat river, 
and that is harnessed to draw all 
the prosperities of realms in acreage semi- 
infinite. \hat bappens to the Nile, hap- 
pens to Egypt. The Nilometer was to me 
very suggestive as we went up and down 
its damp stone steps and saw the pillar 
marked with notches tolling just how high 
or low are the waters of the Nile. When 
tho Nile is rising four criers overy morning 
run through the city announcing how many 
fect the river has risen—ten feet, fifteen 
feet, twenty foet, twenty-four feet—and 
when the right height of water is reached 
the gates of the canals are flung open and 
the fguid and refreshing benediction is pro- 
nounced on all the land. 


ITS BEVEN MOUTHS CHANGED. 


As we start where the Nile empties into 
the Mediterranean sea, we bohold a won- 
derful fulfilment of prophecy. The Nile in 
very ancient times used to have seven 
mouths, As tho great river approached the 
sea it entered the sea at seven different 
places. lsainh prophesied, ‘The Lord shall 
utterly destroy the tongue of the Egyptian 
sea and shall smite it in the seven streams.” 
The fact is they are all destroyed but two, 
and Herodotus said these two remaining 
are artificial. Upthe Nile we shall go; 
part of the way by Egyptian rail train and 
then by boat, and we shall understand why 
the Bible gives such prominence to this 
river, which is the largest river of all the 
earth with one exception. 

But before we hoard the train we must 
take a look at Alexandria. It was founded 
by Alexander the Great, and was once tho 
Now York, the Paris, the London of the 
pad Temples, palaces, fountains, gar- 

ens, pillared and efflorescent with all arch- 
itectural and Edenic grandeur and aweet- 
ness, Apollos, the cloquent, whom in New 
Testament times some people tried to make 
arival to Paul, lived here. Here Mark, 
the author of the second book of the New 
Testament, expired under Nero's anathema 
From here the ship sailed that left Paul 
and the crew struggling in the breakers 
of Molita. Pompey’s pillar is hore, about 
one huudred feet high, its base surrounded 
by so much filth and squalor I wan glad‘to 
escape into an air that was breathable. This 
tower was built in honor of Diocletian for 
sparing the rebellious citizens

Aud 
I think we might take from them u lesson, 
and, instead of trying to atand upright in 
our own atrongth, become conscious of our 
weakness and need of divine help before we 
take upon us the heavy duties of the yoar 
or the week or the day, and so kueel for 
the burden. We meet processions of men 
and beasts on the way from. their day's 
work, but alas, for the homes to which the 
poor inhabitants are going, for the most ; 
part hovels of mud. But there is something ! 
in the scene that thoroughly enlists us, It j 
is the novelty of wretchedness and a scene 
of picturesque rags.

THE JOURNEY UP THR NILE. 


This ride along the Nile is one of the 
most soleinn aud impressive rides of all my 
life time, and our emotions deepen os the 
curtains of the night fall apon all sar 
roundings. But we shall not be satisfied 
until we can take a ship and pass right out 
upon these wondrous waters and between 
the banks crowded with the story of em- 
pires, 

According to the lead pencil mark in my 
Bible it was Thanksgiving day morning, 
Nov. 28, 1889, that with my family and 
friends we stepped aboard the steatier on 
the Nile. The Mohammaden call to prayers 
had been sounded by the priests of ‘that re- 
ligion, the Muezzins, from the four hun- 
dred mosques of Cairo as the cry went out : 
“God 1s great. I bear witness that there is 
no God bnt God. I bear witness that Mo- 
hammed is the apostle of God. Come to 

rayers. Come to salvation. God is great. 
There is no other but God. Prayers are 
better than sleep.” 

The sky and city and palm groves and 
river shipping were bathed in the light. It 
wasnot much of a craft that we boarded. 
It would not.be hailed on any of our rivers 
with any rapture of admiration. It fortu- 
nately had but little speed, for twice we 
ran aground and the sailors jumped into the 
water aud on their shoulders poshed her 
out, But what yacht of gayest sportaman, 
what deck of swiftest ocean quoen could 
give such a thrill of rapture as,a sail on the 
Nile? The pyramids in sight, the remains 
of cities that are now only a name, the vil- 
Ingos thronged with population, Both 
banks crowded with biatorical deeds of 40 
or 60 centuries. Oh, what a book the 
Biblo is wleon read on the Nile! 

As we slowly move up the majestic river 
I see on each bank the wheels, the pumps, 
the buckets for irrigation, and sce a man 
with his foot on the treadle of a wheel that 
feetches up the water for «a garden, and 
then for the first time d-undorstand that 
essage in Deuteronomy. which? says of the 
Tene ites after they had got back from 
Egypt, ‘The land whither thou goest in to 
possess it is not as the land of Egypt, from 
whence ye came out, where thou sowedat 
thy seed, and wateredat it with thy foot.” 
Then I understood how the land could be 
watered with the foot. How do you sup- 
pose I felt when on the dock of that steam- 
or on the Nile I looked off upon the canals 
and ditches and sluices through which the 
ficlds are irrigated by that river, and then 
read in Isaiah, “The burden of Egypt—the 
river shall be wasted and dried up, and 
they shall turn the rivers far away and the 
brooks of defense shall be emptied and dried 
up; and they shall be broken in the pur: 
poses thereof, all that make sluices and 
ponds for fish.” 

That Thanksgiving morning on the Nile 
I found my text of today. Vharaoh in this 
chapter is compared to the dragon or hip 
popotamnus siggested by the crocodiles that 
nsed to line the banks of this river “Thus 
saith the Lord Gods Behold, Lam against 
thee, Pharaoh, king of Egypt, the 
dragon that lieth in the micdet of his rivers, 
which hath said ny river te mine and I 
have mace it for myself But f will puthooka 
in thy jaws and T will cause the fish of thy 
river to stick unto thy ales, and 1 will 
bring thee up out of the midst of thy rivers, 
fish of thy rivers shall stick 
unto thy scales, and the land of Egypt 
shall be desolate and waste; and they shall 
know that I am the Lord; be he 
hath said the river ia mine and I have made 
it,

ferencs rnlonnade through which 
impos jong marched Here blood 
the temple of the Sun, itself in brillinnev a 
sun shoné on by another sur Vhebes in 
power over'« thousand one! hundred years, 
or nearly tens titttes: as “long oa» the United 
States have existed. . Here is, a recumbent 
atatue scvonty-five feet Jong. Bronzed 
gateways... Atnocropolia callal “the haven 
of the blest.” Here Joseph, was prime 
minister. Here Pharaoh received ae ob, 
All possible splendors were built ap into 
this royal city. Hosea, Ezekiel, Jeretniah 
and Isaiah apeak of it as something wonder 
ful. 

Nover did I visita city with such exalted 
anticipations, and never did my anticipa- 
flat. Not «o pillar stands, 
Nota wallis unbroken, | Not ao fountain 
touses in the sun, Even the ruins have 
been ruined aud all that rumsion ome nbine 
ormaroie, small pieces of fractured aculp- 
ture and splintered, human bones. Here 
and there a letter of some elaborate in- 
Scriplion, A. toe or ear of a statue that once 
atwod in niche of pulace wall, Ezekiel 
prophesied its blotting out, and the proph- 
ecy has been fulfilled, ‘*Ride on,” IL said 
to. our party, “and don’t wait for me.” 
And as I stood there alone the city of Mem- 
phis in the glory of past centuries returned, 
And I heard the rush of her chariots, and 
tho dash of her fountains, and the conyiy- 
inlity of her palaces, aud saw the drunken 
nobles roll on the floors of mosiac, while 
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; in startling contrast aiid all the regalities 


of the place I saw Pharaoh look up into the 
face of aged rustic Jacob, the shopherd, say- 
ing, ‘‘How old art thou?”

fallen and scattered. Walls*abloom with 
the battleficlls of centuries. 

The surroinding hills of rock “hollowed 
into sepulchres on the wall of which aré 


; chiseled in picture and hieroglyphics the 
| confirmation’ of Bible story in regard to 


the ‘treatment of the Israclites in Egypt ‘so 
that, as explorations go on with the work, 
the walls of these sepulchres become, com. 
mentaries of the Bible, the Scriptures ori- 

inally written upon, parchment here cut 
into everlasting stone. Thebes mighty and 
dominant five hundred years. Then she 
went down in fulfilment of Ezekiel’s pro 
phecy concerning the City, of No, which 
was another name for Thebes: ‘'I will exe- 
cute judgment in No. I will cut off the 
multitudes of No.” Jeremiah also prophe- 
sied, ‘Thus saith the Lord, I will punish 
the multitudes of No.” 

This clty of Thebes and all the other 
dead cities of Egypt iterate and reiterate 
the veracity Fs the Scriptures, telling 
tho same story which Moses and the 

rophets told. Haye you noticed how God 

opt back these ‘archeological confirma- 
tions of the Bibles until our time, when the 
air is full of unbelief ahout the truthfulnces 
of the dear old book? He waited until tho 

rinting press had been set up in its per- 
ected shape, and the submarine cable was 
laid, and the world was intelligent enough 
to appreciate the testimony, and then he 
resurrected the dead cities of the earth, and 
commands them, saying: sree your lon 
sealed lips and speak! Momphijs and 
Thebes, is the Bible true?’ ‘Trae !” re- 
spond Memphis and Thebes. ‘‘Bahylon, is 
the Book of Daniel true?’ “True!” re- 
sponds Babylon. ‘‘Ruins of Palestine and 
Byria, is the New Testament true?” 
“True!” respond the ruins all the way from 
Joppa to the end Sed and from Jeruse 
lem to Damascus. 

What a mercy that this testimony of the 
dead cities should come ata time when the 
Bible is eye te assailed. And this work 
will go on until the veracity of the Scrip- 
tures will be as certain to all sensible mep 
and wonien as that two and two make four, 
as that an isosceles triangle is one which 
has two of its sides equal, as that the 
diamoter of a circle is a line drawn through 
the center and fterminatud by the cirotim 
ference, us certain as any mathematical de: 
monatration. 

Never did 1 feel more discouraged thas 
when, after preaching o sermon on ovi 
dences of the truth of the Bible drawn from 
oriental lands, a distinguished senator of 
tho United States, known and honored 
everywhere, but now deceased, came up 
to the plavform and ‘said, “I was 
brought up in the faith of Christianity, 
but I got spoculating on all these subjects, 
and liad giron up my faith in the Bible, but 
those facts and arguments archwologival 
take me back tomy old faith in the Bible 
which my father and mother taught me.” 
The tears rolling dow his cheoks éyince 
the dopth of his emotion. When I read oj 
the senator's death I was comforted to 
think that perhaps I may have helped him 
a little in the struggle of his life, und per

MacDonald Not a Favorite, 

At the opening of the afternoon session 
Mr. Thom was again examined by Mr. 
Beique. Witness had boon 4 shareholder of 
the Baie dea Chaleurs Railway since June, 
1886, He would not listen to Mr. Arm- 
atrong’s proposal of forming a new syndi- 
cate, because he knew that Mr. Armatrong 
had an agreement with Mr, MacDonald.

They were rather 
anxious not to close them, Witness had 
interviews with ministers at a council 
meoting. They tried there all they could 
to make the best bargain possible, Nothing 
was noticed that was of o nature to create 
suspicions. He tried to persuade 
the ministers to conclude a bargain. 
Several drafts were made and destroyed 
before he could get one accepted. Ho 
urged the ministers to issue a letter of 
credit.. He wanted Armstrong to get the 
money and he wanted to goon with the 
work. Messrs. Dawes & Cooper were able 
to build the road without the aid of a 
subsidy. There was an offer made for the 
road bonds at 75c. Witness never doubted 
Mr. Pacaud through past experience. This 
concluded Mr. Thom’s examination,

How the Grand Trunk Ratlway Company 
Supplicd Them at ' Wholesale Kates" 


Srratvorn, Oct, 82.—The trial of the 
North Perth election petition gates the 
return Giievo came on for hearing 
yesterday before Hon. Justices Rose and 
MacMahon. 

The first witness was G. G. McPherson, 
the Reform organizer, in the course ofw howe 
testimony it came out that G I. R. Special 
Oflicer Hanna visited him the day before 
the clection and gave him # lot of tickets, 
100 or more, worth between $200 and $300, 
which Mr. MePherson and others under 
him used to bring in outside Reform voters 
and to send voters from here to outside con- 
atituencics 

General Manager 
G.T.R., was put upon the stand. 
he knew nothing personally whatever about 
the arrangements by whiok these tickets 
were brought to Stratford, though he knew 
generally that arrangenienta had been made 
for tickets. He briefly stated his belief 
that the policy of the Reform party was 
more in the interest of the G.T.R. than 
that of the Conservative party, but he had 
not exerted any pressure in any way upon 
the employes of the railway to bring them 
to his way of thinking. Although no direct 
instructions were issued, his view of 
yolicies of the two parties might have 
beat inferred. He had had interviews 
with Sie Richard Cartwright 
Mr. Lauricr separately, but at 
interviews the policy cf the 
was only discussed in a very general sort of 
way. Hemade a passing allusion to his 
interview with Sir Charles Tupper and for 
details as to the issuing of tickets he re- 
ferred the court to the other officers of the 
company. He did not know whevher those 
tickets were paid for or not, but under- 
xtood that they were to be paid for. It 
was not in pursuance of his conversation 
with Sir Richard or Mr, Laurier that the 
tickets Were issued. 

Assistant General Manager Wainwright 
was the next witness. He said Hanna was 
general inspector of the road under his de- 
partment and he was simply made the 
medium by which to send out the tickets. 
He had tickets to deliver to both Conserva- 
tive and Reform associitions as previously 
arranged, for the tickets were all got for 
money and were issued in a regular business 
way. W. T. R. Preston, secretary of the 
association, was the man who arranged for 
the sending of the tickets and paid for 
them and thoy Gere distributed through 
the Various associations according to 
Preston’s directions. The advantage to 
McPherson was that Preston got the tickets 
at wholesale rates. The arrangement was 
made through the passenger department 
The tickets were made in blank and re- 
quired to be filled in from point to point. 
Tickets were sent all over the country under 
these or similar instructions to organizations 
of both parties.
